TILE POSITION AND PROSPECTS OF WORKING COLLIERS. 

Although workmen cannot be supposed to possess lesscommon sense 
than their masters, the thoughtless manner in which they suffer them- 
selves to be controlled by their leaders would almost justify the con- 


clusion that there is something extraordinary in the workman’s na- 
ture, which renders him an easy prey to those who, though pretending 
to be of his own class, and to entertain a lively sympathy for him, 
have the utmost abhorrence of work, and are content to live upon 
the contributions exacted outof the hard-earned wages of the workers. 
If workmen could only be made to comprehend that “ more pay and 
less work” is not all that is necessary to secure increased comfort 
and happiness, how speedily and how vastly their position, socially, 
morally, and financially, would be improved! That workmen them- 
selves are beginning to feel this is evidenced by the continually in- 
creasing difficulty experienced by delegates in exciting discontent, 
but there is still too little attention paid by the working classes to 
the results likely to accrue from the granting of their demands, and 
which might prove prejudicial to themselves. This disregard of con- 
sequences has been especially apparent in connection with the dis- 
putes in the iron and coal trades, and unfortunately the language of 
workmen’s leaders is not calculated to make things better. 

At the Conference of the Amalgamated Miners’ Association, re- 
ported in last week’s Mining Journal, much very valuable matter 
was brought forward, but it is to be feared that the manner in which 
the several questions were discussed may prevent them from receiving 
the amount of attention they deserve. The old complaint that the 
present system under which mines are inspected is bad was again 
heard, but upon this point the sole question is whether Englishmen 
are desirous of industry being so far interfered with as it necessarily 
would be by giving Government officials control in the mines. The 
very system which the Amalgamated Miners’ Association advocates 
in this respect has been long and practically tested in Belgium, and 
with what result? For each 100,000 tons of coal raised in Belgium 
more lives are lost than are lostin Great Britain in raising a similar 
quantity. For each 100,000 men employed in coal working in Belgium 
more lives are annually lost than inGreat Britain, Yet itis precisely 
this less satisfactory state of things which the representatives of the 
working miners would have introduced into this country, 

Our colliers will find, perhaps when it is too late, that they are 
seeking the remedy for the dangers to which they are necessarily 
subjected inthe wrong direction. It is not from increased inspection 
that additional safety is to be anticipated, but rather from increased 
care on the part of those underinspection, In a coal mine we would 
rather trust our lives in the hands of the colliers and petty officers 
actually engaged in the pit, and rely upon their judgment as to the 
safety or danger of any particular heading, than depend upon the 
most experienced inspectors that could be appointed, or upon mana- 
gers holding the strongest Government certificates that could be 
given. Whilst colliers exercise their judgment, their knowledge of 
the dangers they have to guard against better fits them to avoid ac- 
cident or injury than any information they could acquirein the school- 
room or from the philosopher, 

The two chief questions discussed at Wigan were emigration and 
the eight-hour system, both of which are undoubtedly worthy of the 
serious consideration of the colliers, But they should really be con- 
sidered, the utmost care being taken not to accept prejudiced state- 
ments as an inducement to take steps which may ever after be re- 
pented, With regard to the desirability of emigration to the United 
States, it should be remembered that the account of their actual po- 
sition given by the working colliers in that country is as gloomy 
as that of Mr. MCDONALD is glowing; the accurate statement may, 
therefore, probably be looted for somewhere between the two. We 
will take Mr. MCDONALD'S statement as our sole guide for arriving 
at the truth. He says that it is his deliberate opinion that the con- 
dition of the minersin the United States is much superior to that of 
English miners, and that the American miner can acquire a house for 
himself, and command comforts and even luxuries at his table which 
an English miner could never dream of, Yet, almost in the same 
breath, he advised them that“ if they went to Pennsylvania they 
would overstock the labour market, and produce the same state of 
things as the men were cursed with in England,” 

In the State of Ohio, Mr. MCDONALD says, the labouring miner is 
living at the goodwill and pleasure of his employer, and his condi- 
tion in Indiana is little better ; yet he would have the British col- 
liers believe that these poor and illused individuals in Ohio and In- 
diana are so blind to their own interest that they do not attempt, in 
spite of all the facilities which the United States possesses for re- 
moving from place to place, to improve their position by seeking em- 
ployment in the more favoured districts, where the masters are less 
oppressive, and their life would be so much happier. Mr. MCDONALD 
very truly says that men must not go to America with the idea that 
they can get anything without working for it, but he does not afford 
sufficient evidence that, taking the cost of living into account, labour 
is paid one tittle better in the American collieries than in those of 
Great Britain. He saysthat English emigrants may not always find 
work in the district to which they go at first, but they will not starve, 
because there are always men to be found who will generously assist 
them to reach places where work may be obtained—a statement very 
similar in effect, though not in words, to the assertion which some 
time since was made in the Mining Journal by working colliers em- 
ployed at the American pits, that it was useless for English colliers 
to come there, as work could not be obtained, and they often had to 
beg their way from place to place before they met with success. If 
men choose to emigrate let them do so by all means, more especially 
as the result must be to improve the position of those who are left 
behind, but let them well understand what they are doing. 

With regard to the eight-hour system, we can see no reason why 
the workmen should be required to work longer if the earnings of 
eight hours will suffice for their necessities. But the pits must not 
bo left idle sixteen hours out of the twenty-four. Not that the rais- 
ing of a smaller quantity of coal would be objectionable, for it would, 
probably, be alike advantageous to the masters and to the work- 
men, but because it would increase the dangers to which the colliers 
are exposed. A pit worked day and night is much less liable to acci- 
dent than one worked but a few hours daily, and the record of acci- 
dents cannot be examined without discovering that it is precisely in 
those districts where the single-shift ‘system is carried out to its 
greatest extent that the most calamitousaccidents occur. In York- 
shire and South Wales the casualties are enormous, in Lancashire 
and the neighbourhood they are very heavy, whilst in the North 
Country district, where the pits are wrought almost continuously, the 
casualties are at the minimum, Let the men work but eight hours 
a day, and impose any necessary penalty upon those who employ 
them for a longer time, but let it be arranged that the work shall be 
performed by relays, so that the pit shall never be idle, This could 
inflict no hardship on the men by overworking them; it would secure 
the collier additional safety; and, as it would not interfere with the 
supply of coal, no class of the community could object to it. 

The Conference of Miners at Tipton expressed views very similar 
to those entertained at Wigan. Mr. BREAKWELL, who presided, ex- 
plained that since their last meeting they had joined the Amalgamated 
Society ; and they then proceeded to discuss the question of educa- 
tion, urging that whilst in factories and other places children were 
only allowed to work so many hours the miner’s child should not be 
forgotten, With regard to the hours of labour, it was resolved to co- 
operate in the resolutions passed at the Wigan Conference, to agitate 
for eight hours per day. Upon the question of the Hartley balance 
being brought forward, ic was suggested that it would bea great con- 
venience to the men if the masters generally would follow Mr. WIL- 
LIAMS'S example, and take the men’s sixpence as they could pay it. 
The Chairman explained that the way in which the men were to be- 
nefit from the fund was this :—A committee, consisting of the three 
Chairmen of the Coal Trade in Wolverhampton, Brierly Hill, and Old- 
ham and Tipton, three colliers selected among themselves, and the 
Government Inspector, was to be appointed. The seven would ap- 
point a secretary, and the cases, as they came before the committee, 
would be enquired into and a sum of money apportioned to each. 
The Chairmen of the Coal Trade in those places did not change, and 





therefore it was thought advisable they should be on the committee. 
The Government Inspector had to be informed of every accident, and 
therefore he could inform the secretary of every case, Thusacom- 
plete chain was formed, and he believed the society would work well. 
Sixpence from each miner would raise the fund to a condition which 
would render it very valuable. 

The question of leaving the engines at night gave rise to an ani- 
mated discussion. A delegate said a fall of coal had happened at a 
pit in Oldbury, when a man lay there for three hours and a half in 
the night time before he could be got to the surface, and his injuries 
attended to. This arose from the fact that there was no watchman 
about; hejwas watching the wharf. After he had been made to hear 
he had to go to Rowley for theengineman, This case fully confirmed 
that mentioned at the Wigan Conference, so that it may reasonably 
be hoped that some means of providing for the instant attendance 
during the night of an engineman in case of necessity will speedily 
be arranged, The Tipton Conference, which lasted upwards of seven 
hours, terminated with a resolution that the Conference, considering 
the great loss of lives in the district, deem it necessary that more In- 
spectors should be appointed. 

The NATIONAL MINERS’ ASSOCIATION held its conference at Man- 
chester, on Tuesday, Mr. ALEXANDER MCDONALD presiding, After 
some routine business, including the reading of a petition for assist- 
ance from the Miners’ General Council of Germany for 7000 miners 
who had struck work in Waldenberg and Silesia, the Chairman ad- 
dressed the meeting, congratulating the delegates upon the more fa- 
vourable position of trade, which, though -not generally active, was 
sufficient to indicate that a better day was approaching for the pro- 
spects of working men. As a rule, coal and iron had risen in price. 
In the large iron district of Middlesborough the stock of iron had 
diminished, while the production had increased. That was a state 
of things which spoke volumes for the enlargement of the iron trade. 
Present indications taught them that there were comforts, if not luxu- 
ries, in store for the working men of this country, particularly the 
working men with whom that conference was more directly con- 
nected. One of the subjects to be considered at that Conference was 
the better ventilation of mines, better protection of miners’ lives, and 
the shortening of hours of boys’ work. Having before them the les- 
sons of the past year, he thought that their energies to secure the 
better ventilation of coal mines ought to be redoubled. Fortunately, 
the miners would not have to work single-handed, as they had hitherto 
done. Every fresh disaster brought an accession to the ranks of 
those who demanded protection to the miner. 

In the course of the discussion upon the district reports, Mr. W. 
PICKARD expressed the hope that by a union of the Amalgamated 
and National Associations of Miners they would be enabled to de- 
fend their rights. He strongly deprecated the use of gunpowder in 
mines. The recent explosions at Haydock, Hindley Green, and Platt’s 
Bridge—the last mentioned being still under investigation—were all, 
it was believed, brought about by the use of gunpowder, and, as a 
rule, by blown-out shots. He thought the use of gunpowder would 
not be so dangerous if employers were more careful in the selection 
of the men to whom it was entrusted. Very many did not understand 
the placing of ashot. They did not study it, Until gunpowder could 
be placed in the hands of men possessed of skill and common sense, 
its use ought to be prohibited, because in unskilled hands it was at- 
tended with extreme danger. This was painfully exemplified in the 
ease of the Hindley Green explosion, which was caused by the igni- 
tion of a shot by, it was believed, an unskilled man. When they 
called to mind the fact that during the last 12 months 200 lives had 
been sacrificed in the Wigan district, and 100 women made widows, 
the Wigan colliers had resolved unanimously to support the Govern- 
ment Inspector in his efforts to stop the use of gunpowder altogether. 

Referring to the good which had been done by the Association, its 
present position, and the best means of extending its principles and 
objects, Mr. MCDONALD expressed the opinion that no association 
that had ever been amongst the miners in Britain had effected so 
much good as the National Association. That association had a his- 
tory of facts and a reputation which no man could dare to dispute. 
When it was first formed compensation for injuries or for loss of life, 
owing to neglect, or otherwise, at the hands of the employers, or 
those who acted for them, was totally unknown. They had been 
successful through the aid of their association in obtaining compen- 
sation for a-large number of persons who had sustained loss or in- 
jury ; bnt he might say that what they had so obtained in courts was 
comparatively little as compared with what the employers had done 
from a fear of the power of that association. The question was left 
in the hands of the executive council, and an important discussion 
followed with regard to the recent explosions at Haydock and in the 
Wigan district, as showing the necessity for greater attention to 
ventilation, Mr. PICKARD stating that he had examined the mines 
where the explosions had taken place, and he found that in a ma- 
jority of them the ventilation had been just sufficient to supply the 
mines under their ordinary condition. In some of the cases in con- 
nection with these explosions he found that it would have been better 
if the supervision of the mines were placed in more competent hands, 
The National Miners’ Association have resolved to present a Com- 
pensation Bill again to the House of Commons, and they call upon 
the various trades in the kingdom to give them their support, 





THE TIN TRADE, AND ITS PROSPECTS. 


S1r,—Allow us to correct a clerical error in last week’s Journal. 
On page 28, when reviewing the Tin Trade, and its Prospects, it is 
said “ the spring sale in Holland will not exceed 120,000 slabs.” It 
is to this point—the “ horn ram” which the numerous English and 
Dutch “ bears” wish to run against the holders of tin both here and 
there—that we wish .o draw your special attention, Nothing like 
such an enormous quantity will be offered for sale next spring, and 
80,000 slabs will be much nearer the mark, with another 80,000 slabs 
in the autumnsale. The Minister for the Colonies valued the whole 
quantity for this year (two sales) at 80,000 pikuls, or about 160,000 
slabs, Moreover, the quantity of Banca tin actually arrived on Jan. 1 
amounted to 60,800 slabs, with about 45,000 slabs afloat. The an- 
noucement of the sale will probably take place by the end of February. 
Should all the tin now afloat have come in at that time—a very un- 
likely event—it is nearly certain that the Government will keep back 
part of the stock towards the autumn sale (the same was done in the 
spring sale of 1869), in order to equalise as much as possible the ex- 
pected quantum of 160,000 slabs for the two sales, and sell only 80,000 
slabs. It may, perhaps, interest your readers to know that the ave- 
rege quantum of Banca tin sold during the last 13 years at public 
sale amounts to 152,000 slabs per annum, at an average price of

BWLCH CONSOLS SILVER-LEAD MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 
Great Winchester-street, on Wednesday,—Mr. HoLkoyp in the chair. 

Mr. W. BATTYE (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

A statement of accounts made up to Dec. 31 was submitted, which 
showed a balance to the credit of profit and loss of 1155/. 16s, 4d., 
including the cost for December, amounting to 500/. 

The agent’s report was read, as follows :— 

Jan.10.—The following is my general report of the past six months’ working, 
and the prospects of the mine :—The 70 has been driven east of Ritchie’s shaft 
18 fms., the lode averaging 2 ft. wide, with a mixture of lead ore; we are ex- 
pecting an inerevemess, this level being about the point under which lead 
ground was driven through in the 60. The 60 bas been driven about 54% fms., 
the lode being 214 ft. wide, worth 16 cwts, of lead per fm., and of the same value 
in the present end. A rise from this level to the 50 has been communicated, 
laying open anapins ground, and improving the ventilation, thereby expediting 
the drivage and stoping in the two levels, The 50 has been driven 16 fathoms, 
the lode varying in produce from 12 to 20 cwts, per fm.; in the present end the 
lode is strong, being 3 ft. in width, worth 20 cwts. per fm.; the ore ground in 
this level is extending in advance of that in the upper levels, and at present 
looks favourable for further extension, A cross-cut in the 40 has been driven 
10 fms. towards the north lode, standing unexplored for a great length and 
height in the sett ; this work is being pushed on with energy towards the point 
desired, and is likely to lead to important results, as the north lode is the main 
lode on which the Goginan Mine, adjoining to the west, has made such great 
profits and returns, and it is the old lode of Bwich, well known for its former 
productiveness, The 30 has been driven about 15 fms., this including a cross- 
cut driven south 444 fms., to prove the direction of the lode east of a slide.

I am pleased tosay 
that the additions and improvements in the machinery and plant referred to 
in the last general report has enabled us to carry on all our operations without 
lets, except what are incident to the wear and tear of a broad and active scale 
of working; and, having had the advantage of these improvements, and using 
our best endeavours, we have sampled as much ore as I expected; and, should 
the ore ground tn the bottom levels equal my expectations, I hope we may con- 
tinue to make the same returns in future, barring accidents to machinery and 
unfavourable weather. In conclusion, I beg to say that the mine is ina good 
working position, and that its value is likely to be further enhanced, as there 
are important po'nts in the levels to come off, and not the least is the intersec- 
tion of the north lode by the cross-cut referred to.—ROBERT NORTHY. 

The CHAIRMAN congratulated the shareholders upon the improved 
and improving prospects of the mine, the most tangible evidence of 
which was the satisfactory balance-sheet just submitted. The cut- 
ting of the north (or the Goginan) lode, from which Goginan had 
formerly derived such great profits, was a point of the greatest im- 
portance, Taking all the points into consideration, he thought all 
would agree with him that there were not many mines in the Principality in 
such a position, or presenting such favourable prospects, whose shares could be 
purchased at a price so obviously below their value. He could only attribute 
this circumstance to the fact that the intrinsie merits of the property were so 
little known among the mining public, It afforded him much pleasure to bein 
a position to state that, notwithstanding the difficulties aud hindrances,owing 
to the protracted drought and other causes, the directors were unanimously of 
opinion that they were fully justified in recommending an interim dividend of 
2s. per share, and he hoped, as he believed, that the future development of the 
property would still further permanently attest its remunerative value. He 
might further add that he, as well as the other directors, had visited the mine, 
and was much please with the arrangements for dressing the ore. (Hear, 
hear.) He moved that the report be received and entered on the minutes, and 
that the accounts be passed and allowed, 

Capt. NORTHEY pointed out by means of the plan the different points of ope- 
ration. He directed attention to the fact that from the 30 to the 70 fm. level 
the explorations were in whole ground ; the importance of this, as bearing upon 
the future of the mine, could not well be over estimated. A rise had been 
put up from the6) to the 50, anda large amount of valuable lead ground had 
been laid open, which could be taken away at a good profit to the sharehaqjders, 
The ends in this direction were opening out exceedingly well. 

Mr. PETER WATSON sald that until he had heard the explanations given by 
Capt. Northey he had had no idea the mine was opening out iu such an exceed- 
ingly satisfactory manner—indeed, it appeared to him that few mines in Wales 
could be favourably compared with it, at least as regards its prospects. It was, 
too, but a proper meed of justice to Captain Northey to state that the dressing- 
floors were second to none in the Principality. He quite agreed with theChatr- 
man that one of the great points to be attained was the cutting of the north 
lode, which in the adjoining Goginan Mine had, by reason of the high percentage 
of silver contained in its ore, yielded such remunerative results. If this lode 
should be cut rich, which there was every possible ground to suppose would be 
the case, Bwich Consols would rapidly take a leading position among the most 
productive mines in the Principality. It should be recollected that, indepen- 
dently of the heavy outlay upon tutwo-k operations, the present returns ieft a 
net profit of something like 15 per cent. upon the market price of the shares ; 
and should they be successful in cutting the north lode it was impossible to say 
to what price the shares might advance. His opinion of the property was best 
shown by the Interest he held, and a wry much higher price than that now 
quoted would not tempt him to sell his shares, As to the accounts, he did not 
hesitate to say that he had never seen such a statement submitted, so lucidly 
clear and so thoroughly honest. They showed a credit balance of 11551., after 
debiting 5001., the estimated cost for December, and without crediting the sale 
of lead against it. Had these accounts been made up in the ordinary way the 
credit balance would have been something like 20007. All he could say was 
that he wished other mines wonld but follow the highly commendable example 
set by Mr. Battye. It certainly reflected the greatest credit upon their excellent 
secretary. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. RITCHIE was pleased to find the mine continued to open out so encou- 
ragingly, but reminded those who had recently acquired an interest that they 
were really and fully participating, pari passu, wilh those who had borne for a 
long time the heat and burden of the day. 

The SECRETARY, in reply to a question, stated that everything was charged 
up tothe end of December, although no credit had been taken for any ore raised 
or dressed since Dec. 18. The cost-shect for December month was not payable 
till the first week in February, before which another sale of 50 tons of lead 
would be made. 

Mr. EDWARD COOKE testified his high appreciation of the thoroughly straight- 
forward manner in which the whole of the financial arrangements were carried 
out, and also of the able administrative and practical abilities of their inde- 
fatigable manager at the mine, so ably supported by his staff. The efficient 
manner in which the whole of the practical details had been organised, and 
more particularly the dressing-floors, had deservedly galued for Bwich Consols 
the reputation of the model mine in Wales. He quite agreed with his friend 
Mr. Watson that the way in which the accounts were prepared reflected the 
greatest credit upon Mr. Battye, and led to the conclusion that the financial ar- 
rangements in London were as much a model as were the practical department 
in Wales. (Hear, hear.) The shareholders had the most substantial reasons 
for regarding their mine as a permanently dividend-paying property, and they 
certainly had equal reason for placing the utmost confidence in the executive. 

The report was received and ordered to be entered on the minutes, and the 
accounts were allowed and passed. 

A dividend of 2s. per share was declared. 

A special vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Battye, and also to Capt. Northey. 

The usual compliment to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 











THE NANTEOS CONSOLS MINING COMPANY. 


The first ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, Great St. Helen’s, on Tuesday,—Mr, WILLIAMSON inthe chair. 

Mr. OC. THOMAS (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said this meeting had been convened in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Companies Act, which rendered it 
obligatory to hold the first meeting of a company within four months 
of its incorporation, Unlike most similar enterprises, the present 
shareholders ‘n this undertaking inherited, so to speak, the advan- 
tage of the considerable outlay incurred some years since in carrying 
out the necessary preliminary development of the property—opers- 
tions which sufficiently attested the great value of the mine, but at the same 
time absorbed such a large amount of capital as to preclude the possibility of 
the work, so well began and so successfully continued, being brought to a re- 
munerative issue by the then shareholders. As he had already indicated, the 
benefit of this great outlay, which was of no less valuein point of time, would 
be permanently felt by the present shareholders—these matters, however, would 
no doubt be so fully dealt with in the report of their manager, Mr. T. P. Thomas, 
that it was unnecessary for him to trespass further upon the time of the meet- 
ing, save to congratulate his co-shareholders upon the general favourable pro- 
spects of their undertaking. 

The managing director then read his report, as follows :— 

Jan. 11.—This meeting being a pro forma meeting, according to the Act of 
1867, for the purpose of informing the shareholders as to the progress made in 
the formation of the company, and the time being so short since the commence- 
ment of the working of the mines, it is not necessary to go into details, as that 
will be done at the general meeting, to be held in March next. On Sept. 13 last 
the company was registered, and the rogistrar’s certificate given, since which 
8000 shares have been allotted, which has provided the amount for the purchase 
of the mines, for the purchase of machinery, materials, &c., for the buildings, 
mining labour, &c., up to the present time, and a balance of about 10001, forthe 
further development of the property. The 4000 remaining shares will be kept 
as a reserve fund for the future benefit of the company. For the above expeu- 
diture a splendid wheel and crusher have been purchased for the Bwich Gwyn, 
and about to be erected ; a 32-inch crusher bas been purchased, erected, and at 
work at Penrhiw; 70 fathoms of tramroad iron and tramroad made; a largo 
crusher-house, sheds, and other buildings have been erected; reservoirs and 
watercourses have been renewed and made; dressing-ficors made; the Jiguing- 
hutches, separator, buddies, and trunks have been made; twoshafts have been 
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cleared, repaired, cased, and timbered; one shaft has been sunk and timbered 
16 fms. deep ; many hundreds of fathoms of levels cleared, repaired, and tim- 
bered ; anda level driven 7 fms. on Barbery’s lode, at Bwich Gwyn. At Pen- 
rhiw the 26 fm. level has been driven nearly 40 fms., and a winze sunk from 
the 16 to the 26, entirely ventilating the whole of the mine ; consequently the 
mines are now thoroughly laid open, and fit for development to any extent. At 
Penrhiw the lode is producing from 1 to 2 tons of lead ore per fathom, besides 
blende. A winze has been sunk from the 16 to the 26 in a similar course of ore. 
Discoveries have been made in the 16 of three courses of lead ore, of from 1 to 
2 tons per fathom, besides blende, and we have every reason to believe that the 
course of ore driven through in the 26 is left standing up to surface.

The SECRETARY stated that since the company was registered, in September, 
about 70002. had heen expended in the purchase of the mines, machinery, and 
labour, the greater proportion being incurred in the cost for machinery and the 
necessary operations in opening out the mine. The outlay upon dead work 
might now be considered at an end, so that henceforth the mines would, there 
was good reason to believe, be worked to a considerable profit, for there were 
many points of operation now being wrought at a cost of 30s. to 2l. per fathom, 
where the lode was worth 151. per fathom.

According 
to the report of the manager, the whole of the residue of 10001. at present in 
hand would not be required to be expended. 

Mr. VENNING asked the estimated percentage of profit upon the computed 
return of 60 tons of lead per month.—— Mr. THOMAS Considered it a fair calcu- 
lation that the profit would he about 500/. per month, estimating the ore to rea- 
lise 6002. But there could be nocertainty upon this point until oneor two sales 
had been made. Sharholders should recollect that the great and continued ex- 
pense of draining had been saved by the adit, which must have cost 20,0001. to 
complete. They not only did not at present need any pumping, but it never 
would be required. The adit from the Valley of Rheidol was commenced some- 
thing like 200 years since, and untilthat were connected with their mines they 
could not be economicallly worked. 

The report was received and adopted. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was passed to Captain Barbery for the satisfac- 
tory manner in which he had worked the mine, and brought it into its present 
promising position. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors concluded the proceedings. 


GOLD MINING COMPANY OF YUBA. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, 8, Finch-lane, on Thursday, to consider certain letters received 
by Dr. Bishop from the vendors of the property. 

Mr. H. E. ORMEROD in the chair. 

The SECRETARY read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that the meeting was called in conse- 
quence of the letters received from Mr. Ranney and Mr. Jacobs, who objected 
to some points of detailin connection with the conveyance of the property ; and 


although the shareholders had at their late general meeting given to the direc- | 


tors authority to vary the terms of the intended purchase, the board preferred 
to place before the shareholders the information that had reached them, and to 
consult them thereon. 

The letters referred to from Mr. Ranney and Mr. Jacobs were read, from which

ns were put and remarks made by Mr. FOWLER, Mr. QUILTER, and 
other shareholders, the general feeling being that the objection of the vendors 
was not unreasonable; whilstthe CHAIRMAN and Dr. BISHOP explained that it 
Was never intended to exclude the vendors from a part in the management of 
the undertaking. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. QUILTER, it was resolved 
unanimously—‘“ That the directors beand they are hereby authorised to vary 
the terms of the draft agreements, read and discussed at the extraordinary 
general meeting of the company, held on Nov. 25, by omitting the stipulation 
as to the deposit of the verdors’ shares * and that Dr. Bishop be requested to pro- 
ceed to America with authority to n@ociate generally in the interests of the 
company.” 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors for their attention to the in- 
terests of the company terminated the proceedings. 


THE ANGLO-ARGENTINE COMPANY. 


An extraordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, on Wednesday, when the Government Inspector- 
General of Mines for the Argentine Republic, who has arrived from 
Buenos Ayres on aspecial mission from the Government, attended to 
afford information to theshareholders relative to the company’s mines, 
and to their future prospects, and the results to be anticipated, 

Mr, HENF.Y HAYMEN in the chair. 

Mr. W. FLETCHER (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. Extracts from Mr. Barnard’s letter of November, and that 
from Major Rickard (Government Inspector-General of Minesin the 
Argentine Republic) were read. 

The CHAIRMAN said he thought it necessary those extracts should 
be read, because there were a considerable number of scripholders 
with whom the board had no means of communicating except by 
public advertisement. It must be a source of great gratification to 
all associated with this enterprise to know the results attending the 
development of these mines. The Pique Mine was situated between 
the north and south portion of the ground occupied by this company. 
According to the statements before them, based not upon assay but 
upon fact, the ore yielded over 3 ozs. of gold per ton. They were 
told by Capt. Vivian that the same deposit would probably be found 
in this company’s mines, which was a most encouraging statement, 
when it was recollected that the Don Pedro had yielded such brilliant 
results with ore the average of which was only a little over 1 oz. of 
gold per ton. He would not trouble the meeting with any lenthened 
remarks upon the present occasion, because they had the advantage 
of the presenceof the Government Inspector of Mines for the Argentine 
Republic, who would make a statement with reference to the posi- 
tion and prospects of the works now being prosecuted upon the com- 
pany’s properties. He (the Chairman) could not too strongly express 
his appreciation of the “ good offices” and support rendered by the 
Government represented by Major Rickard, as well as for the great 
facilities offered for the carrying out the operations. (Hear, hear.) 

Major RICKARD said, in his official capacity he had reported pub- 
licly and privately upon the property possessed by this company. He 
could only refer to his reports as a plain statement of facta. He 
had no hesitation in saying that very brilliant results would be ob- 
tained at nodistant date. The ancients were compelled to abandon 
these mines in consequence of the utter inefficiency of the machinery, 
as indicatedin hisreport. The name of “ Gualiian,” where the com- 
pany’s mines were situated, sufficiently indicated its value, as in the 
native language it signified “the Land of Gold.” Prior to the Spanish 
Conquest of America the mines were worked by the aborigines. It ap- 
peared that these particular mines were not diseovered until twocenturies later. 
A muleteer, it seemed, missed one of his mules upon some brushwood, which now 
formed the site of Fiqueshaf The muleteer picked up some stones to throw at 
the lagging les; the weight subsequently attracted attention, and hence was 
discovered ** Land of Gold.’’ Some of the principal lodes were worked by 
this maleteer and his descendants, and the results may be best Judged by the 
fact that the family was now one of the most important in the land, their fortune 
having accrued entirely from this circumstance. Subsequently water was found, 
so much that the mines were abandoned, but within the last four years the 
Messrs. Jacobs and Co, took the mines, and endeavoured to extract the water by 
a whim, but up to the present time they had succeeded in raising only about 
5 tons of ore, their machinery not being sufficient to keep the water under. 
This 15 tons of stuff, treated with the only available appliance—a rude edge- 
runner—had given 43 ozs. of gold, or 3 ozs.to the ton. As far, however, as the 
company’s mines were concerned, he had no doubt that by proper machinery 
they would be entirely drained in a few days; but there was an immense quan- 
tity of stuff already available for the stamps, which would yield 1 ounce of 
goldtotheton. When he considered the results obtained from the ore at the 
greater depth, and that the quantity was almost unlimited, he did not think he 
should be accused of being too sanguine In anticipating a brilliant future for 
thiscompany. In addition to this, Capt. Vivian would find sufficient refuse ore 
to keep the double power of stamp-heads fully at work for two years. Theprin- 
cipal part of the ore was an arsenica! fron pyrites, which was a difficult class of 

ore for native treatment, owing to the loss of mercury. He believed the lime- 
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which would be reached at a certain depth. The iron pyrites was very rich in- 
deed. It was upon these grounds that he looked for richness in depth. By the 
improved communication made, the distance between the mines and San Juan 
had been reduced from 145 to65 miles, which was only seven or eight days from 
Buenos Ayres. As in about 10 months telegraphic communication was expected 
to be completed to San Juan, they would be in almost instantaneous communi- 
tion with their mines, as soon as the oceanic system had been effected. The Ar- 
gentine Republic was only just beginning to attract the attention of foreign 
capitalists. There was certainly a large field for the achievement of success by 
those willing to come forward and assist in the development of its teeming re- 
sources. In his official report to the Government (a translation of which would 
soon be published) he had pointed out that there were many most important 
mineral districts. The Republic enjoyed perfect peace, under the able admints- 
tration of the President, and it was not too much to say that its resources were 
equal to, if they did not surpass, any country in South America. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that each scripholder should register five shares, so 
as to enable the directors to forward to them copies of the reports as received 
from the mines. In reply to questions, be stated it was originally contemplated 
that this company would be able to work to great success the whole of the mine- 
ral properties in that country. But it was found by their agent that certain 
people in the Republic had made up their minds, to use a vulgar expression, “‘ to 
sweat’’ the company, and, accordingly, instructions were given that if any diffi- 
culty should arise the agreement should be put an end to. Subsequently a re- 
eet was received upon the gold fields, which he confessed he did not at the time 

lieve, because the results were of such a nature as to be almost beyond cre- 
dence; but Capt. Vivian also reported upon these fields, when he (the Chairman) 
and his frends took a large pecuniary interest in the company. Ashe had sald 
upon many previous occasions, the interest of shareholders was identical with 
that of the directors, and he (the Chairman) felt perfectly certain that, with the 
assistance of Major Rickard and that of the Government, they would be able to 
show results that wonld be satisfactory to all associated with the undertaking. 

Major RICKARD, in reply to questions, stated that within a mile of the works 
there was an abundance of wood aufitable for smelting and steam purposes, and 
there were inexhaustible streams of water in every direction. He calculated 
that in June or July the machinery would be in full operation, and if not a re- 
mittance, certainly some definite information as to the results to be obtained. 

A unanimous vote of thanks was passed to Major Rickard for the information 
he had communicated. 

Major RICKARD appropriately acknowledged the vote. 

A vote of thanks was also passed to the Chairman and directors, and the 
meeting terminated. 





MINING NOTABILIA, 
JEXTRACTS FROM OUR MINING CORRESPONDENCE. ] 


Goginan, Jan, 1.—It is cheering to hear that at Pentre-brunant 
near the Great Cwmystwith Mine, a rich discovery has been made, which, from 
all I can hear, is likely to prove of immense value. It is one of the many lodes 
in the grant, obtained from Mr. Bounsell, to the west of the Great Cwmystwith 
Mine: and one of the old tributers of that mine told me, a few days since, that 
he would be glad to have such a lode to work upon at 31.

My de Having read in the Times of this morning some extracts from 
a letter from Mr. Barnard, the manager of the Anglo-Argentine Company, the 
importance of which perhaps only myself in London can fully appreciate, I feel 
it due to you in my official capacity to offer a few explanatory remarks, which 
may serve to enlighten your Board and enable them to judge by comparison of 
the results likely to be obtained on the company’s property at Gualilan. 

First let me state that I consider the progress made by Capt. Vivian on the 
shafts to be most favourable, bearing in mind the embryo state in which the 
actual mining operations were, and I have no doubt that with the appliances 
which must have reached him ere this, his further progress will be still more 
marked and rapid. : 

The advan state of the road between the mines and the capital (San Juan) 
is indeed a matter of congratulation, as you are aware, no doubt, that proper

ARTIFICIAL FUEL.—The invention of Mr. J. HOPKINSON, of Leeds 
relates to the manufacture of artificial fuel by compression from carbonised or 
partly carbouised materials, the products of coal, in contradistinction to em- 
ploying slack, smudge, or small coal, or other similar material in an unburut or 
uncooked state. In carrying out this invention he takes coke, breeze, cinders 
or other form of carbonised or partially burned material, the product of coal, 
and mixes therewith (either in a rough state, or reduced to breeze, or pulverised) 
such bituminous, resinous, oleaginous, gelatinous, or gummy substances as will 
increase its calorific value, and give it the necessary amount of cohesiveness to 
allow of its being made into solid or perforated blocks of any suitable shape by 
compression, by means of any ordinary press or machine employed for such and 
similar purposes, In some cases Mr. Hopkinson also proposes to mix slack, 
smudge, or other form of unburnt or uncooked coal with the coke, breeze, cin- 
ders, or other form of carbonised or partially burned coal before adding thereto 
the bituminous or other substances above named. 


SULPHIDE OF CARBON DEODORISED,—The offensive smell emitted 
by this substance may be removed by washing it first several times with water, 
and then introducing it into a large retort with a quantity of quicklime. After 
twenty-four hours’ contact, the sulphide is distilled from the lime, and received 
in a flask, in which has been placed a large quantity of copper turnings, pre- 
viously calcined to remove organic matter, and then reduced by heating in a 
current of hydrogen. 

BOILER INCRUSTATIONS,—Mr. E. Wiederhold, by a series of ex- 
periments, continued for a length of time, has fully proved that the addition to 
the feed water of fatty clays, especially the kind known as fuller’s earth, en- 
tirely prevents boiler incrustations, even where very hard water has to be used.

THE PATENT LAws.—The question whether the mere selling of 
articles made by a patented machine amounted to an infringement 
of the patentee’s right was argued in the Court of Exchequer. The 
Judges held that the Patent Laws protected not only machinery, but 
articles made from it, and that the purchase and sale of such articles 
was an infringement of the rights of the patentee. 


The ANGLO-ARGENTINE COMPANY (as will be seen by our adver- 
tising columns) is opening out some extensive and valuable gold 
mines in the Argentine Republic.

CHONTALES.—The telegram is now proved to have been a mere 
fabrication. Mr. Belt, in his report, states that the circumstances 
under which the revolution was suppressed renders it improbable that 
a similar outbreak may again occur, whilst the respect that has been 
shown hy both sides for the rights of foreigners is a very favourable 
feature in the late war. Mr. Belt adds that when he last wrote he 
had arranged to pay the natives in gold, but the remittance from 
England enabled him to settle with them in cash, and also to set 
more to work; and he is now opening out the mines again asrapidly 
as he can on the means, with a due regard to the fact that gold must 
be got to pay cost. In consequence of the small number of men em- 
ployed last month, and having to re-timber No. 5 level at San An- 
tonio, very little ore was sent to the stamps ; therefore, he has not 
a remittance of gold this month, but intends to send one by next 
mail. The cost last month was 300/.; the present month will be 
5007. He is now easy about the supply of money to carry on the 
works, and if the supply of good ore at San Antonio holds on they 
may pull through their difficulties ; there is, at any rate, a large 
opening in what a month or two ago was an entirely overcast sky.

REMARKS.—The following tabular statement of exports of metals 
to the East from London and Liverpool during the past year, as con- 
trasted with those of the previous year, proves, if it proves nothing 
else, that the business of the countryis not decreasing. The powers 
of production appear to be unlimited, and if the power of consump- 
tionincreases in the same ratio it would seem that the past year had 


been one of unexampled prosperity. But we much fear that those 
who, basing their calculations upon increased imports and exports 
only, argue therefrom an exactly proportionate increase in the pro- 
sperity of the country, fail to take into consideration various dis- 
turbing causes which result in reducing the supposed profit some- 


times to a minimum, and sometimes to a minus quantity below a | 
Suppose, for instance, that a boundless | 


minimum—a positive loss. 


supply of any raw material, representing in its manufactured form | 


an article of daily requirement, were imported into the country, and 
purchased by the manufacturers, not in proportion to the known re- 
quirements of the trade, but in much larger quantities, owing to its 
supposed cheapness, and when manufactured purchasers did not come 
forward to relieve the manufacturers of their surplus stocks, it seems 
that the only course open to them is to ship to foreign markets either 
on consignment or joint account. On the arrival of the goods it is 
discovered that the supply already on hand is more than sufficient to 
meet the existing demand, so that the new stocksonly glut the market ; 
they cannot be sold at all, or if at all at a price which, when the ac- 
counts are squared, leaves a loss. This evil will, doubtless, remedy 
itself in time. The native merchant finding the market glutted to 
excess refuses to become a purchaser at any price, and the manufac- 
tnrer at last opens his eyes to the necessity of reducing his make to 
the requirements of the trade; but in the meantime the mischief is 
goingon. We arenot referring tomanufactures in general, although 
our remarks may be applicable tocertain commodities, but more par- 
ticularly to metals. In some branches of this trade the very large 
supplies of the raw material which have been presented to the manu- 
facturer at apparently low prices have tempted him to purchase be- 
yond the requirements of home and foreign demand, and the result 
has been—first, that stocks have accumulated, and are accumulating ; 
and, secondly, that in order to relieve plethora at home large ship- 
ments have gone abroad, where the same evil, that of accumulating 
stocks, is being repeated. Foreign merchants and dealers no longer 
forward indents upon their English correspondents as they have been 
in the habit of doing, as they supply themselves in the foreign mar- 
kets, and the English manufacturer and merchant are alike sufferers. 
We neither advocate the closing of mills nor the extinguishing of 
furnaces, being fully aware of the evils which accompany such a 
course, and the suffering which it would entail upon those who are 
dependent upon their weekly wage, but it is in order to prevent this 
consummation devoutly to be dreaded that we strongly urge upon 
those more immediately interested the necessity of at once curtailing 
their operations as much as possible, so as to reduce their make more 
in proportion to existing demand, the result being that ere long busi- 
ness would revert to its original channels, and remunerative prices 
be again obtained.

CopPpER.—The position of this metal in our markets continues an 
enigma, the solution of which presents unusual difficulties. The 
question is repeatedly asked—“ Do the prices now ruling represent 
the established value of the metal, or will copper some day be valued 
at rates more in accordance with its supposed intrinsic worth?” We 
can only reply that, like every other marketable commodity, it re- 
selves itself into a question of supplyand demand. The supply from 
English mines, and all other sources, save one, is very markedly on 
the decrease; but the continuous inundations from Chili more than 
counterbalance short supplies from other quarters. Some persons are 
under the impression that, owing to the readiness with which the ore 
is obtained, and the improved methods of working it, future supplies 
will be as large as heretofore, while others are of a different opinion, 
and believe that the large supplies of last year are owing to excep- 
tional causes, and that very soon the flow from Chili will be brought 
within much narrower limits. At all events, copper is being daily 
more brought into general use, and unless some unforseen contin- 
gency occurs it would appear that the lowest ebb had been attained, 
and that gradual improvement may be locked for, Charters were 
announced on the 12th inst. from Valparaiso of 2700 tons, which had 
the efectof depriving the market of the little strength it had gained 
during the few days previous. Prices remain unaltered since our 
last—Chili bars, 667, 10s, to 677. ; ores, 134 to 13} per unit. 

Tron.—The usual Quarter Meeting of the Ironmasters was held at 
Birmingham on the 13thinst. A good deal of anxiety being felt with 
regard to the maintenance of list prices, the attendance was unusually 
large.

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BOILERS IN CORNWALL. 


We have a word to our friends in Cornwall upon a subject which 
is fairly occasioning a considerable amount of enquiry in that ancient 
mining district. Than the men of Cornwall no mining people any- 
where have shown themselves more fitted to deal with one of the 
leading enemies of the miner, Their pumps are everywhere models 
tobeimitated. Notwithstanding their gigantic size, they are “ worked 
with such perfect ease and smoothness of action that you may stand 
near them in the shaft, and not be aware, except by seeing, that they 
are in motion.” Everybody who knows anything of mining in Corn- 
wall will concur in the truthfulness of this observation, which we 
quote from Mr. WARINGTON W. SMYTH, and they will further agree 
with him that “the necessity for economy and the competition be- 
tween the engineers in that district have brought the pitwork there 
to a higher degree of perfection than is to be seen elsewhere.”” We 
know likewise that Cornwall, in its economy of fuel and the preven- 
tion of smoke, has further moved in the van of other mining locali- 
ties. Will, however, the excellent mining engineers at the Land’s 
End, who once had Messrs, BoLTON and Watt of their number, per- 
mit us to remind them that they are behind some other districts in 
the character of their boilers, as adapted to the work now required 
of them. We have before us a manuscript list of 10 accidents to 
boilers in their part of the world, all of which occurred between 
Feb. 15 and Dec. 14, last year. Whether this list comprises the whole 
of such disasters within that period we are unable to say. We hope 
it does. It is hardly surprising that the number should have led to 
not a little reflection upon the condition of things which it evolves, 
the more so asin one case the ooiler put to replace that which “went” 
itself quickly followed suit. Truly, as is now transpiring in South 
Wales in reference to the snapping of two wire ropes in succession 
on the works of a firm of the first standing, duplicate accidents will 
occur sometimes even where the arrangements are usually unexcep- 
tionable; but no one must shelter himself beneath such protection if 
in his own case he has no valid claim to it. We do not say that the 
duplicate accidents in Cornwall and in South Wales admit of dif- 
ferent constructions, or that both are not alike amenable to valid ex- 
planation. Each case must stand upon itsown merits; and if there 
is anything which can be done by people who have authority at mines, 
but which has been overlooked, then by all means let us search out the 
true cause, and not take refuge in the assumed wilful neglect of others. 

How does the case stand in Cornwall in this matter of boiler ac- 
cidents? One authority, for whom both we and all other people who 


wish well to Cornwall have much respect, has stated that “most of | 


these constant boiler accidents (in Cornwall) are caused by wilful 
neglect of enginemen,” This may be so; and, if so, here is another 
reason why people who say hard things about colliery proprietors and 
colliery managers, but who know very little of their difficulties, would 
do well to abate their rancour. But it is hardly correct in reference 
to four of the six accidents to Cornish boilers of which we have parti- 
culars ; and inasmuch as the most healthy way of healing a sore is 
first thoroughly to probe it in search of the real source of mischief, 
we will give the facts as they are known. 

No. 1 upon our list was a one-tube Cornish, 37 ft. 6 in. long, 7 ft. 
diameter, and of 40 lbs. pressure. The tube was 4 ft. 4 in. in dia- 
meter, and the accident was brought about by the collapsing of this 
tube, which closed from beyond the bridge to the back end. Short- 
ness of water could not have been the cause of the accident, for the 
fusible plug remained unmelted, and the part of the boiler over the 
fire was left whole. There can be no doubt that the tube was too 
large for the pressure it had to sustain. 

No. 2 was likewise a one-tube Cornish, 32 ft. long by 6 ft. 6 in. 
diameter, was worked at 40 lbs. pressure, and had a 4-ft. tube. Here, 


again, the tube collapsed, and the plug over the fire was uninjured, | 


The tube was too large at 40 lbs. 

No. 3 was, again, a one-tube Cornish, 36 ft. by 7 ft., 40 Ibs. pressure, 
and tube 3 ft. 10 in. diameter. The age of the boiler was between 
30 and 40 years; the shell was very thin and corroded, and was 
wretchedly cobbled with single-screw patches, a description of re- 
pairing by which the strength is not in the least restored; nor is the 
leaking prevented, but, on the contrary, increased, 

No. 4 had replaced No. 2, and it exploded just four months after 
the accident to No. 2. The dimensions of No. 4 were precisely the 
same as No. 2, with the exception that the diameter of the boiler was 
half a foot less. It was of the same class, was 32 ft. by 6 ft., was 
40 Ibs, pressure, and the tube was 4 ft, diameter, manifestly too large 
for the pressure. At this same place there was an explosion three 
years before. 

No. 5 was, again, a one-tube Cornish, 32 ft. by 6 ft. 6 in., and was 
worked at 40]bs. pressure. It died by the collapsing of the tube 
beyond the bridge the veiv first time it was put to work at this parti- 
cular place, Afterthe accident the tube was found left upon the fire, 
It was evidently not strong enough for the work required of it, 

No, 6, as before, a one-tube Cornish, 26 ft. 8in. long, by 6 ft. dia- 
meter, worked at 40lbs., and having a tube 3 ft, 10 in, diameter, 


burst at the age of 36 years. The tube was left whole, but the shell 
was blown away. An examination showed it was badly corroded. 

We possess names and dates only in respect of the other four of 
the total of ten boiler accidents last year in Cornwall. 

Most of our readers who have followed us thus far will have ar- 
rived at the conviction that whilst boilers of the dimensions given 
in the six cases might have been altogether suitable to the work 
required of them when they were made, still that the increased duty 
to which they were being subjected at the time of the accidents was 
more than they were qualified to bear, The advance from low to high 
pressure, which is a marked characteristic of our day, necessitates 
a revision of our boiler power. It would seem that such a revision 
is eminently needed in Cornwall. Doubtless, mining there has lately 
been far from profitable, but happily it is now looking up a little. 
The occurrences we have noted as having happened last year must 
be taken as admonitary of what may occur when in the year upon 
which we have now entered there shall, we trust, be yet greater 
activity in Cornwali than in that which has just closed, notwithstand- 
ing the improvement of 1869 over 1868 in that part of the kingdom. 

The other mining districtsof England have learnt much from Corn- 
wall, Let us suggest that Cornwall should profit a little by what the 
other districts are doing. Alike throughout the iron and coal dis- 
trictsof the Northern and Midland counties, the importance of volun- 
tary independent inspection of boilers is being recognised, and wher- 
ever it is practised there most gratifying results have ensued. Life 
and property have both been spared to a much larger extent than be- 
fore inspection became in vogue. In Cornwall, as we understand, 
there is no such inspection. Even as inspection does not imply per- 
fect immunity from accident, though itis a great economiser, so we 
do not venture to assert that no one of the ten accidents before us 
would have happened if in Cornwall there had been inspection. We 
do not, however, hesitate to assert that if the six boilers particularised 
had been subjected to such supervision the weakness of the tubes to 
bear the pressure in the four cases, and the badly-repaired condition 
of the boiiers in the other two, would have been made thoroughly 
familiar to the managers. 

The moral, therefore, which we venture to suggest Cornwall should 
learn from what has happened iu that county in the past year in the 
matters of its boilers is twofold; first, boilers well enough fitted for 
the work to which they were put in the beginning are now hardly 
adapted to the severer duties imposed in modern times ; second, and 
chiefly, independent boiler inspection should supplement existing in- 
dividual arrangements. 





EMIGRATION. 


Among the many important questions which now prominently oc- 
cupy the public mind few are of greater moment to the interests of 
the manufacturing and commercial world than that of emigration. 
Almost a panic seems to have seized upon many classes of the com- 
munity, and in every direction there are indications of such an exo- 
dus of the industrial classes as very justly creates uneasiness in the 
minds of those who regard matters from other than a mere superfi- 
cial point of view. Trade and commerce have been depressed for 
the past three or four years, and commercial relationships have been 
interrupted ; the pulse of the nation has been quickened and flushed 
by the reckless speculations of sham capitalists; the relapse has fol- 
lowed, and now there seems to be a general belief that emigration is 
to be the panacea for all our commercial ills, and that with a large 
out-going from our midst of the working classes trade will revive, 
and prosperity dawn upon the nation, A skilful surgeon, before 
| cutting at and operating upon the vitals of his patient, would satisfy 
himself that his diagnosis of the disease is correct; and so, in order 
to ascertain whether emigration is the best remedy to be applied to 
the commercial ailments of the kingdom, we must be quite satisfied 
that the cause of the present and past depression of trade and com- 
merce is a surplus population of those classes for whom such anxiety 
is now manifested tu get to other and distant shores. 

It would be idle to attempt to deny the fact that pauperism has 
rapidly increased throughout the kingdom; nor would we venture 
to gainsay the assertion that much of privation and poverty exist 
amongst many classes of the working population. We do not deny 
the existence of commercial disease, but we dispute that its symp- 
toms are of $that chronic and aggravated character which some 
would wish us to believe; and we question, also, whether the remedy 
which is now attempted to be applied with such vigour will bring 
about a remedy, and restore to us that sound commercial health all 
so earnestly desire, and which is so essential to the continued hap- 
piness and prosperity of the nation. Pauperism has, unfortunately, 
rapidly increased throughout the kingdom, and in many of our large 
manufacturing towns there is undoubtedly much distress; but, re- 
garded as a whole, the working classes of this country are still com- 
paratively prosperous, and are at this moment receiving a higher 
standard of wages than the artizans of any other kingdom in the 
| world—regarded, of course, in the aggregate, and all other things 
taken into consideration. Were proof of our assertion required, we 
need only point to the rapidly increasing deposits in savings banks, 
building societies, friendly societies, and other institutions in which 
the savings of the mechanic and artizan are invested. Notwith- 
standing the depression which exists in many places, every manu- 
facturer, and every large employer of labour, will tell us that wages 
have increased something like 15 or 20 per cent. during the past 
eight or ten years. The working classes generally, by means of the 
powerful agencies they possess—i.c., Trades Unions—have acted 
with wonderful unanimity in the one respect of increasing wages. 
Manufacturers, during the flush of business consequent upon the 
spurious trade created by unsound commercial speculation, were 
compelled to submit to the demands of the workpeople, and wages 
rose beyond the legitimate figure. At length the crash came—com- 
mercial and trade bubbles burst, but the executive of the Trades 
Unions abated not a jot in the rate of wages obtained under excep- 
tional circumstances. Hence, as we have before remarked, wages 
are higher here in England, in almost every grade, than on the Con- 
tinent or America, and this is one of the principal causes which pre- 
vents a revival of the commercial industries of the kingdom. The 
two staple commodities of any nation are coal and iron, These we 
have in greater abundance than any other people, and consequently, 
other things being equal, we could command the trade and manufac- 
ture of the world, The cost of production—labour—is, however, 
excessively dear in England; it is the keenest and most powerful 
competitor the commercial and trading communities have to contend 
with; it prevents our large ironmakers and manufacturers from 
accepting large contracts; it turns capital from its legitimate chan- 
nels, and causes depression and stagnation amongst those who are 
dependent thereon for existence. If, theretore, the working classes 
of this country would read the signs of the times, if they would re- 
gard their own interests, they would seek to adapt their wages to 
the exigencies of the times, and willingly accept such a rate as 
would enable merchants and capitalists to compete with other na- 
tions, and thus secure a larger share in the production of those ar- 
ticles, for which there exists such demand, 

There are many other phases in which this emigration question 
may be regarded. Our space, however, will only permit us to re- 
mark that we question the policy, which now seems to be so gene- 
| rally advocated, for the wholesale exodus of the mechanic and ar- 
tizan, who in distant colonies must, of course, become, in a lesser or 

greater degree, competitors with England. We question also whe- 
ther the working classes, as a rule, subserve their own interests by 
| seekinga homeina foreignclime. America deplores a loss of trade 
—a depression in commerce, even more than England; other nations 
are not exempt from such visitations, and there are hundreds, if not 
thousands, of once prosperous and well-to-do artizans who now deplore 
ever having forsaken the shores of Old England. Mr, 8S. MoRLEY, 
M.P. for Bristol, a few days since publicly stated that he could not 
give his unqualified approval to the emigration schemes now afloat, 
believing there is yet room in this land of ours forthe whole of the 
willing and industrious population. We agree with the hon. gentle- 
tleman. We do not like to see the life-blood of the nation oozing out 
| through every emigration port. If our working men will abate their 
| constant demand for excessive wages; if they will, equally with the 
masters, submit to the exigencies of the times, trade and commerce 
will again right themselves, and there will be no need for that whole- 














sale emigration which interested parties now seek to encourage, but 
which men of prudence and foresight cannot but discountenance 
and regret, 








MINING IN LINCOLNSHIRE. 


The production of ore and pig-iron in the latest-discovered iron- 
stone field in the county during the past year has been in every way 
satisfactory, showing that there has been a continued increase since 
the erection of the first furnace, by the Messrs. DAWES, in 1864, So 
far successful have the various works been, that next year, it is ex- 
peeted, the output of “pig-iron” will be very much larger than it has 
yet been. That the vast field of ore, said to include an area of some- 
thing like 100 square miles, and as yet only very partially developed, 
is rapidly rising into importance, will be apparent from the progress 
made during the last three or four years in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Scunthorpe, near to which the three iron-making establish- 
ments are situate, In 1866 there were raised 175,720 tons of ironstone, 
and 13,765 tons of pig produced. In 1867, ironstone raised, 192,213 
tons; and pig-iron made, 25,579 tons; and in 1868 the ironstone 
raised reached 205,700 tons, and the pig-iron made to 34,000 tons, 
Last year the produce showed a corresponding increase in stone, whilst 
the output of iron was fully kept up. 

At the present time there are six furnaces erected, three belonging 
to the Messrs. Dawes, of the Milton and Elsecar Iron Works, two to 
the Frodingham Company, and one to the North Lincolnshire Com- 
pany. Five out of the six are in blast, Messrs. DAWES having one 
out. The Frodingham Company are about the erect two more iron- 
cased open furnaces to meet the demand for the iron, for whilst there 
is no stock, or very little indeed on the ground, the company have 
orders in hand that will occupy a considerable part of the first quar- 
ter in executing. The ironstone, which is more or less calcareous, 
and not so richin metal as the Northamptonshire and other ores, yet 
produces several qualities of good iron, The Nos, 1, 2, and 3 are well 
adapted for nearly all descriptions of castings, whilst the No. 4 and 
the mottled are in good demand for bars and general forging pur- 
poses. Prices obtained during the year have been tolerably good, 
although there has been considerable fluctuation in the early part, 
some qualities being as low as 50s. per ton, whilst the average of late 
will have been about 57s. 6d., taking the various qualities altogether. 
In addition to the ore used at the furnaces, a good deal is sent to 
Milton and Elsecar, and also to other iron works in Yorkshire, as well 
as into the neighbourhood of Stanley,in Derbyshire. By that means 
a considerable advantage is gained by the wagons, instead of return- 
ing empty, bringing the necessary coal and coke required for the fur- 
naces. The stone is quarried similar to that in Northamptonshire, 
lying close to the surface, the covering being only a few inches deep. 
The actual thickness of the stone varies, in some places being nearly 
20 ft., whilst it will contain on an average from 25 to 30 per cent. ; 
the latter quantity, of course, is in many instances exceeded, As is 
usually the case, the stone, it is believed, will be found richer the 
deeper it has to be sunk for, and this is expected to be the case at 
Stanton, about three miles from Frodingham, where the Messrs, 
DAWES are now sinking. 

Amongst the other advantages to be found in the district, and of 
the greatest importance to ironmasters, is the large quantity of lime 
to be found in connection with some of the stone, and also at Appleby, 
about two miles from the Trent Works, and from which place the 
latter are supplied. Notwithstanding the large quantity of stone 
now being raised on the estate of Mr. WINN, the iron trade in North 
Lincolnshire is yet in its infancy, so that from the advantageous 
position of the district for railway communication north and south, 
and also by water, there is very little doubt but that in the course of 
a few years the district will become an important centre of the iron 
trade, giving employment to a large number of persons, and ensur- 
ing to the capitalist a sure field for profitable investment, Itis also 
considered by no means improbable that coal will be found in the 
ironstone district at a workable depth ; and if such should be the 
case, then the vast expanse of open country between Scunthorpe and 
Brigg would become a busy hive ofindustry. It is admitted by prac- 
tical men that the coal measures are scattered over and extensively 
deposited in many other parts of England than those in which they 
are known to exist, and it is believed that the Yorkshire or Midland 
coal field, which extends from Nottingham to Leeds in a direct line, 
the western limits being defined by the outcrops and workings of 
collieries, and the eastern (unexplored) reposing under the New Red 
Sandstone, being a mine of vast natural wealth, extends under the 
Permian formation through Lincolnshire to the east coast. 

Such being the prevailing opinion of practical and scientific men, 
the important question as tothe boring and finding coal, or otherwise, is 
undoubtedly a mere question of time, The strong presumption being 
that coal will be found in connection with the ironstone, would be 
the means of colonising a vast expansive of country, which up toa 
comparatively recent period was a mere morass, or nearly so, and at 
one time principally valued for shooting purposes, so that an estate 
which some ten years ago was looked upon as of no great value, 
would increase even its present worth many times over ; at the same 
time founding a new and important industry, which would be the 
nearest coal field to the two leading ports of Hull and Grimsby. 
The question is of too great importance to Mr. WINN to be over- 
@ooked ; and we purpose, on again visiting the district, to be able to 
enter fully into the subject. 








THE CORNISH MINERS IN AMERICA.—We have information from 
the Western States of America which is not very cheering in respect 
of the present condition of the Cornish miners who have gone out 
to the south-west part of the Upper Peninsula to workin the copper 
mines. The copper mining interest there has just got into a very low 
condition, and it has been necessary to shut down no fewer than 12 
of the mines for the winter. Theresultis that hundreds of families 
will find it hard work to pull through. Happily, however, the in- 
formation adds that none of them will starve; indeed, that none 
have need to beg, inasmuch as road-making, lumbering, and various 
other forms of wood-cutting will find plenty of warm work for the 
able and the strong. Every praise is given to the manner in which 
the Cornish miners behave themselves at these American copper 
mines; but we are sorry to add that their wives are not so unani- 
mously lauded, It is complained of certain of them who arrived 
out in the New World that some of the becoming features of domestic 
life by which they are characterised at home leave them, and they 
give way to the vice of drunkenness, accompanied with other immo- 
rality. We trust that these exceptions are not numerous, Still, in- 
stances are given which leave no doubt as to the painful state of 
things being here and there only too conspicuous, Our authority 
would associate the evil with a less thoroughness of education in the 
mining districts of the old country as compared with that existing in 
the New World; and he supports his views by contyasting the con- 
duct of the wives of the American miners in their domestic relations 
with that of the Cornish women. By this comparison we need hardly 
say, after what we have just stated, some of the Cornish women suf- 
fer serious disadvantage. 





MINERAL RESOURCES OF SWEDEN.—The official statistics for 1868 
have just been issued, and, with the exception of lead, which shows 
a slight falling off, there has been a general improvement in compa- 
rison with either of the four precedingyears. The figures were—Iron- 
stone,12,504,439 centners; bog ore, 254,175 centners; pig-iron,6,076,567 
centners; castings, 310,272centners; bar iron, 4,046,826 centners; iron 
manufactures and steel, 604,848 centners; gold, 21 lbs.; silver, 3055 lbs.; 
copper, 48,262 centners ; copper-nickel, 539 centners; nickel ore, 
1586 centners ; brass, 2320; copper wares, 5555 centners; castings of 
metals other thaniron, 756 centners ; lead, 9249 centners ; zinc ore, 
560,640 centners; cobalt ore, 1055lbs.; manganese, 7865 centners ; 
blue vitriol, 1697 (and 2300 barrels); green vitriol, 2184; red ochre, 
14,086 centners (and 680 barrels) ; lead ore, 1339 centners ; and coal, 
2,129,124 centners. The iron mines and works appear to be scattered 
over the entire kingdom. The Persbergand Yngshytte yielded from 
the 25 pits 1,271,030 centners, assisting largely to make up the 
2,416,454 centners produced inthe Vermland district, The 20 pitson 
the celebrated Dannemora bed, in the Upsala district, yielded 530,212 
centners; Vinkarnsfiltet, in Svirdsjé parish, Kopparberg district, 
gave 491,442 centners ; and in the same district, which has 92 pitsin 
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all, are several others, which produce from 200,000 to over 350,000 
centners. Rigsbergfiltet, in Vestmanland district, reached 498,302 
centners ; and altogether the 796 pits in the whole kingdom produced 
the quantity stated, The whole of the gold was produced at King 
Gustaff III, Silver Works. Thereturnis very complete, andis worthy 
the attentive perusal of all interested in the progress of metallurgical 
industry in Sweden, 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 


Jan, 12,—With the close of the year speculators have withdrawn 
their influence from our Pig-Iron market, and have become simply 
holders for the time, waiting the shaping of events before they move 
either way. In these circumstances prices receded in a flat market, 
and yesterday business was done as low as 563. 9d.a month, and 
56s. 6d. cash, closingrather better. To-day noimprovement, 56s, 103d. 
to 56s. 9d. a month, and 56s. 6d. to 56s. 5d. cash, accepted for acon- 
siderable quantity, closing buyers 1d. perton under these prices, Colt- 
nessand Gartsherrie, 64s.6d.; Calder, Summerlee, and Langloan, 60s.; 
Shotts, 59s.; No, 1, g.m.b., 57s.; No. 3,55s.6d. These adverse prices 
for pig-iron are not to be attributed to want of trade, but rather to 
a want of speculation, and alco to the fact that pretty heavy contracts 
for Middlesborough pigs have been made by Scotch consumers, and 
the iron is already being delivered here, at an increase of fully 1000 
tons on the first two weeks of this year. On the other hand, there 
has been an increaseintheshipmentsof Scotch iron of fully 8000 tons 
for this year till date, and the shipments for the week ended yester- 
day are 9895 tons, against 6320 tons in the corresponding week of 1869. 
The Malleable Iron Trade is singularly cireumstanced, a pretty gene- 
rally declared advance having been issued by the Coatbridge makers, 
whilst “ Glasgow,” the largest work in Scotland, keeps nominally by 
its December prices, and, along with one or two other firms, have de- 
clined to quote at all till the dispute with the puddlers has been ar- 
ranged. The Scotch makers are very loath to concede higher rates 
of wages than are being paid in the South, and will only do so under 
high pressure. There are hopes, however, that the men will listen to 
reason, and that those on strike will follow the course pursued by 
some of their quieter neighbours, and will resume work without per- 
mitting the present disorganisation to extend. A small maker of 
sheets, at Wishaw, has conceded the advance of 1s. per ton to pud- 
dlers and 10 per cent. to hands engaged at the rolls; but this means 
nothing, as the work is not one of those which determines the rate 
of wages. In these circumstances it is not known whether the new 
advance of 10s, per ton on bars and angle-iron, and fully 10s, on 
plates, is to be carried out or no, so that we cannot quote present 
prices with certainty. Considerable orders are understood to be lying 
over till the decision is announced. Ironfounders and engineers are 
moderately busy. : , 

Coals are firm in price at the advance, with a fair demand, and 
liberal shipments, those for the week being 30,315 tons, against 
20,365 tons, showing an increase of nearly 10,000 tons, Notwith- 
standing the improvement in the coal trade, we notice several going 
collieries and coal fields for sale or to let in this and adjacent counties, 
Miners’ wages, which last year averaged 3s. 9d. a day, are now 4s. 
to 4s. 6d. per day; and the miners are endeavouring to arrange a 
general conference for the 17th inst., when proposals for—l. An ad- 
vance of wages; 2, Restriction of labour ; and 3, The Mines Regu- 
lation Bill, are to be discussed. ; 

At the Airdrie Smal! Debts Court, before Sheriff Logie, David 
Murphy, contractor, sued James Cowle, coalmaster, Slamannan, for 101., as 
damages for alleged breach of contract. The circumstances brought out in evi- 
dence were that Murphy bad contracted with Cowie for the output of ¢oal and 
shale at No. 2 Pit, Auchengray, Slamannap, at the price of 2s, 8d, per ton, and 
the brushing of the roadways for 4d. per ton on the output. The quantity sti- 
pulated to be sent up daily was 30 tons, aud thisquantity, it was alleged, Murphy 
failed to produce. Cowle remonstrated several times, it was stated, with Murphy 
about this, and latterly broke the bargain altogether. For pursuer it wasstated 
that Cowle had agreed to pay Murphy's men — of whom he sometimes had twelve 
—cash twice a week, and give and take 14 days’ notice; but, instead of giving 
cash, it was alleged that he sent two men down the pit one day in October last 
to tell the men they must deal in his store or leave the place on a day’s notice. 
It was also alleged that Mr. Cowie was unable to take away the coals Murphy 
actually produced, and on one occasion the men were all thrown idle on this 
account. His lordship, in deciding the case, said it was brought for illegal cis- 
missal of the men, and, while defeader pleaded breach of coutract, the evidence 
showed that he had deprived pursuer of the means of fulfilling his contract— 
first, by taking the payment of Murphy's men Into his own hands, apparently 
to induce them to deal at his store; and, secondly, by discharging them on one 
day's notice, insteud of giving them fourteen. At the same time, as Cowie 

took over the men when he discharged Murphy, no men were thrown upon 
Murphy, and he thought two guineas would pay pursuer for the loss he sustained. 
Decree accordingly, with full expenses, r 

Before Sheriff Veitch, at Hamilton, W. Coats, pit-bottomer at No, 1 
pit, Motherwell Colllery, was fined 10s., or fourteen days imprisonment, for a 
contraveution of the 15th clause of the Mines Inspection Act, which declares 
that ‘‘ the bottomer shall not leave his post at the pit bottom until the whole 
workers of his shift shall have first safely ascended the shaft.’ On October 30 
last Coats, while employed as bottomer, had, it was alleged, left his post and 
quitted said pit before Thomas Alexander, driver, and William Lang, black 
smit, who were workers on the same sbift, had first ascended the shaft. It 
happened that, after Coates had gone up, Alexander was employed in doing 
something at the bottom, when the cage came down upon him, breaking his leg 
in two places above the knee, It was proved that the smith could not be consi- 
dered as one of the workmen of the shift, but that Alexander was; and Coates 
was, in csusideration of certain extenuating circumstances, fined as above. 

It is stated that there is a probability of Mr. J. Young, of Kelly 
(known better in connection with the manufacture of paraffin ofl), President of 
Anderson’s University, carrying out in a short time what was his original de- 
sign, of founding, in connect’ >n with that institution, two technical chairs, one

THE INVERNESS GOLD FIELDS.—It is stated that a “prospecting” 
party, who have been engaged for some days in Inverness-shire, succeeded last 
week in discovering gold in the River Foyers, near the famous Fall. Not only 
in several washings from the river was tue precious metal found, but in a basin 
of alluvial drift, below a range of trap rock, a ‘‘ colour’’ was detected, 








REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND, 


Middlesborough, Jan. 13,—Referring to our last report, the wages 
question, and the dissatisfaction of the men with the offer made by 
the masters, have continued to engage the attention of the district to 
a considerable extent, and in accordance with the arrangement at 
the meeting of the Board of Arbitration, held at Darlington, on Thurs- 
day last, an arbitrator was chosen at the annual meeting of the board, 
which took place on Monday, at South Stockton. The first business 
of that meeting was the verification of the list of representatives of 
both masters and workmen. This being completed, Mr. David Dale 
was unanimously re-elected President, and Mr. John Ridge Vice- 
President, for 1870, The following were elected to serve on the stand- 
ing committee for the year :—Employers’ representatives: Messrs. W. 
Whitwell, T, Bell, Edward Williams, and W. R. I. Hopkins. Opera- 
tive representatives: Messrs. Thos, Edwards, Charles Price, Edward 
Trow, and Evan Thomas, The secretaries, Mr. John Jones and Mr. 
John Kane, were re-elected at the same remuneration as last year, 
After reading the report of the standing committee, the board pro- 
ceeded to the election of an arbitrator to decide upon the wages ques- 
tion now under discussion, when Mr, Thomas Hughes, M.P., was una- 
nimously chosen, and the President was requested to communicate 
with Mr, Hughes, asking him to accept the office, and to name a time 
when he would conduct his enquiry. The probability is that Mr. 
Hughes will accept the office, and as the disputants have agreed to 
abide by the decision of the chosen arbitrator, this intricate and 
troublesome question is happily again about to be amicably adjusted. 

Although no one can doubt the popularity and efficiency of Mr. 
Thomas Hughes, some regret has been expressed among the work- 
men that the choice did not again fall on Mr, Rupert Kettle, whose 
familiarity with all the intricacies of the iron trade entities his de- 
cision to respect, not only for intention to act impartially, but from 
his power to bring forward all matters of detail which might other- 
wise be overlooked in making an award. 

The Quarterly Meeting of the North of England Iron Trade was 
held in the Royal Exchange, on Tuesday, and was well attended by 
leading ironmasters, merchants, and others. Opportunity was afforded 
for the exhibition of models, &c., but little advantage was taken of 
it, there being but three exhibitors, Messrs. Whitwell, of Stockton, 
showed again their patent hot-blast stoves; and Mr. John Dixon, of 
London, had on view specimens of Seeley’s pig-iron. A neat work- 
ing model of Mr. W. Brown’s (Smethwick) patent reciprocating rail 
mill was also present, It has two pairs of rolls, mounted in the same 
manner as ordinary rolls, but both pairs are placed in thesame pair of standards 
the one pair of rolls a in front of the other pair; the rolls revolve in op- 
posite directions. The pile-billet, or bar, when brought to the rolls, passes 
through @ groove in the first pair of rolls, direct into the Opposite groove in the 


second pair of rolls; the first groove is cut away, and made larger in the sec- 
tion than the bar, which passes through it, and, therefore, does not act upon it. 
The second groove seizes the billet, bloom, or bar, and operates upon it ; after 
assing through both pairs of rolls, it is now returned in the same manner as 
fore—that is, through a groove which does not act upon the bar, intoa groove 
which does act upon it. In this manner, one pair of rolls draws down the iron 
in going in one direction, and the other pair of rolls draws down the iron in 
returning in the opposite direction. The cramps, side-guards, &c., are ar- 
ranged in the same manner as an ordinary mill; two bars may be under opera- 
tion at one and the same time, the one going and the other returning. The 
rolls act perfectly independent of each other, therefore the roller may raise or 
lower one pair of rolls without in the least interfering with the other. The 
bar is always upon one line, and works to and fro upon rollers, either driven 
upon friction-rollers, or rollers driven by gearing. Rails may be rolled upon 
this plan at any speed—a great advantage when the iron is red-short, as thin 
flanged rails may be finished white-hot. There requires no reverse gearing, nor 
any lifting or lowering, as is the case in three high rolls. The advantages are 
said to be that it will doa much greater amount of work, and with mach less 
manual labour, thav can be done by any other method. 

The actual business transacted was unimportant. The masters 
were congratulating each other on the the good prospects of the 
trade with which the present year has commenced, and also on the 
success of the Arbitration Board in the settlement of the wages dis- 
pute. The general state of the Fiuished Iron Trade is reported 
steady. Rail and plate mills are in good employ, and other depart- 
ments of the trade, which have not had such constant and steady 
work, are, we understand, somewhat better situated, and are hopeful 
of receiving orders with greater regularity. 

The Pig-Iron Trade retains its improved position, and sellers re- 
fuse to book orders, except at the advanced rates. Last week’s quo- 
tations were those on yesterday’s market, but buyers appear to hold 
off as far as practicable from making purchases, in the hope the 
present rates may again give way. The total make of pig-iron in 
the Cleveland district, during 1869, is stated on reliable authority to 
be 1,459,508 tons, being an increase over 1868 of 226,100 tons, and 
there is also a reduction in makers’ stocks of 37,000 tons. Scotland, 
with its make of 1,150,000 tons during the past year, shows a stock 
on the 3lst ult. of 620,000 tons, whilst Cleveland has only a total 
stock (including 31,364 in warrant stores) of 115,600 tons. Cleveland 
warrants were quoted yesterday at 49s. 6d. cash prompt, but nothing 
doing. The stock in store was posted at 31,084 tons, 





THE CLEVELAND PIG-IRON TRADE. 


The year that has just closed has been marked by a general im- 
provement in the Iron Trade of the country, and in no division was 
this tendency more decided than inourown. The Cleveland district 
was the first to feel the pulsations of reviving industry. The demand 
for our pigs has been steadily progressive, and, notwithstanding a 
largely increased make, the end of the year found us with a much 
diminished stock of iron. The production amounts to 1,459,500 tons, against 
1,233,400 In 1868, and 1,147,900 tons in 1867. The stocks in makers’ hands and 
in warrant store on Dec. 31 were 115,600 tons, against 152,900 tons in 1868, and 
174,400 tons in 1867. ‘These figures are sufficiently striking, showing that we 
have quitted last year no less than 226,100 tons increased make, and reduced the 
stock in the same time by 37,300 tons. Opening last year with a price of 45s. 
for No. 3, we held on during the spring with little fluctuation. Duringsummer 
buyers rather kept off, owing to new furnaces being blown in, and the projected 
construction of several more. Prices gave way to 43s. 6d. for No. 3. Still, 
owing to the extraordinary demand for our local rolling-mills, stocks went 
steadily down, and in September buying commenced in earnest. Railmakers, 
anxious to cover themselves against their contracts for the current year, were 
the chief buyers, and prices gradually stiffened till we closed on Dec. 31, No. 1, 
53s. 6d.; No. 3, 50s. 6d.; No. 4, 49s. 6d.; mottled, 49s. ; white, 48s. 6d., f.0.b. at 
Tees. The foreign shipments of pig-iron from the Tecs, Tyne, Wear, and from

Total increase this year over 1868 about 35 percent. The progressive increase 
of the exports to Germany cannot fail to be noticed, also the larger quantity 
taken by Belgium and France. Scotland has last year taken about 60,000 tons, 
but for the current year nearly double this quantity is already contracted for, 
consequent on the rise in Glasgow. The comparative statistics of Scotland and 
Cleveland areinteresting. Scotland, with a make of 1,150,000 tons, has in stock 
620,000 tons, The Cleveland district, with a make of 1,459,500 tons, has in stock 
only 115,600 tons, Such a trifling reserve here ts insufficient to meet the grow- 
ing requirements of our trade, and grave doubts are expressed as to our supply 
for this year. The rolling-mills of the North of England (1381 puddling fur- 
naces) alone consume upwards of 990,000 tons annually, and these works are 
being extended. Add to this the consumption of our large foundries, estimated 
at 250,000 tons per annnm, the wantsof other districts (Wales, Lancashire, &c.), 
and our export demand it will be seen that these fears are not unfounded. 
Fifteen new blast-furnaces are belng built, and two old ones raised, but few of 
these will be in work within six months, and the most of them not before the 
close of the year. Makers here are, therefore, sanguine as to a further advance 
in price. This will be proved as our spring trade developes, One thing, how- 
ever, is certain—that with returning prosperity at home, the wants of our home 
railway compaules, peace on the Continent, the development of railways now 
going rapidly forward in India, America, Russia, Hungary, and other coun- 
tries, we have every prospect that the iron trade of 1870 will be more successful 
and satisfactory than that of the last three years.— Manufactured Iron: Rails 
are still the chief enguiry, but merchant bars and shipbuilding iron are also 
bringing improved rates. ‘I'he wages question {s in a fair way of settlement, au 
advance of 5 per cent. having been conceded to the men. Thefurther demands 
of the men have been referred to competent parties, and their decision will be 
cheerfully agreed to. With this important matter scttled, fresh contracts will 
be gone into with spirit.

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Jan, 13.—The arrivals in the north-eastern ports have been very 
large during the last week, and the business done in all branches con- 
siderable, both inimportsandexports. The plentiful supply of ships 
has, however, reduced the rate of freights. At Hartlepool the arrivals 
have not been so large as at the other ports, and business has only 
been moderate there in consequence. 

The Iron Trade continues to prosper, and iron shipbuilding, and all 
trades connected with iron, continue toimprove. The make of pig- 
iron during the past year has increased immensely, the make having 
been 1,460,000 tons, being an increase of nearly a quarter of a million 
tons over the previous year. During the year the number of furnaces 
in blast has been increased by 15, and there are now 17 furnaces in 
course of construction. It is expected that the wages question has 
been settled for the present, so that there appears to be no obstacle 
now to the progress of the Coal and Iron Trades, and all branches 
connected therewith. 

The statistical returns published showing the quantity of coals 
worked and sent away coastwise and oversea from this the greatest 
coal-producing district in the world possess some interest, The 
returns show that the total quantities sent away were in 1868, 
10,636,755 tons; andin 1869, 10,352,151 tons—that isin the export to 





London and other ports in the United Kingdom, and shipments over- 
sea. The falling off in 1869 amounted to 284,604 tons. It is worthy 
of notice that the coals sent to London by rail continue to increase 
very rapidly, while those sent by sea decrease; this, of course, is no- 
thing new, as the same change has been going on for a number of 
years, The quantity of coal sent by rail and sea to London during 
the years 1868 and 1869 stand as follows :—1869, by sea, 2,873,688 
tons; by rail, 3,348,527 tons; and in 1868, by sea, 2,981,230 tons; 
by rail, 2,988,860 tons, It appears, therefore, that in 1868 the two 
sources of supply had come to equal terms, while in 1869 the coal 
sent by rail considerably exceeds that sent by sea. The total ex- 
ports from this district, as shown above, have only fallen off in 1869 
to the amount of 284,604 tons. This does not correspond with the 
increase by rail into London; indeed, great as the London trade is, 
the coal sent to that port from this district only amounts to about 
one-fouth of the total sent away, and about one-eighth of the total 
output of coal. This latter quantity, indeed, is not so easily arrived 
at, and no doubt generally only approximations are given as to what 
it really is. That given as the total output of this district in 1868 
is 24,394,000 tons, but it is difficult in many cases to arrive at the 
quantities consumed on the spot at iron furnaces, &c., and general 
colliery consumption, 

The use of fans for the ventilation of mines continues to extend 
rapidly, as in mines of moderate depth the quantity of air produced 
by the ordinary furnace is not considered satisfactory ; indeed, it 
does not come up to the requirements of modern practice at all, unless 
it is supplemented by very large air-courses, and both time and @ 
liberal expenditure are necessary to effect this, At the Burradon 
Colliery, where the ventilation is always large, and what was only 
« few years ago considered ample for most mines, being about, or 
nearly, 60,000 cubic feet per minute, a large fan is to be erected, 36 ft. 
in diameter, and capable of producing 100,000 cubic feet of air per 
minute. The improvements effected in ventilation during the past 
few years have been most marked here, but this has inthe main been 
effected by increasing the dimensions of the air-courses, and erect- 
ing large furnaces. But the adoption of the fan, and the recent 
trials which have most completely established and proved the won- 
derful capabilities of the Guibal fan, have given a great impetus to 
mechanical ventilation, and there is good ground to expect that 
shortly the safety of the bulk of the mines will be largely increased, 
and many of the mines also improved, and rendered more healthy 
for the men employed in them. At many of the shallow mines the 
ventilation is weak, and choke-damp prevails, which is most injuri- 
ous to the men, «nd for those places the fan is admirably adapted, 
aud is likely to come largely into practice. 





REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


Jan. 13.—In our advertising columns of to-day will be found an 
announcement of a large tract of unopened iron ore for sale by pri- 
vate contract. The situation and extent of the mine have already 
been described, but a few remarks in reference to neighbouring iron 
mines, which have been opened, and are in full work, will be inte- 
restiug to our readers, The nearestmine opened to the South Wales 
Mine is the well known Easter Iron Mine, which is daily raising large 
quantities of excellent brown hematite iron ore at a depth of 115 
yards, the deepest workings indicating the sure existence of a good 
state of ore on the deep side. The cavities, or churns in which the 
deposit of ore is found, are unusually large, the average yield being 
11,000 tons per acre. The inclination, or dip, of the iron ore is lin 
6 from west to east, the level line being from north to south; the thickness of 
the vein averages 12 yards. An analysis made by Messrs. Westwood and Day, 
of Birmingham, of a smalt parcel of ore taken from the deepest workings of the 
Easter Mine gave a result of 46 per cent. of metallic tron. In other mines, 
hitherto worked in the district with great success, the best quality of ore raised 
Was got at. the deepest points; the yleld per 100 parts may be estimated at from 
35 to40 parts of pureiron, The admixture the ore contains of calcareous matter 
assists as flux, and is most valuable in mixing with the clay iron ores of South 
Wales. The South Wales [ron Mine is about 500 yards distant from, andin the 
deep of, the Easter Iron Mine, and the ore may be won at a depth not exceeding 
220 yards. The quality of the ore would be equal to any yet raised, aud the 
yleld more certain the further it is found in the deep. 

This mine would have the privilege of drainage to the depth of 50 yards through 
the workings of the Hopewell and Mapleford Engine Collleries, the property 
of Messrs. J. and ‘I’. Blanch, and now leased to and worked by the Western 
Counties Colliery Company, thereby saving a considerable amount of pumping 
power. There are plenty of building materials close to the property—stone 
quarries, brick works, and timber, also collieries for the supply of coal for 
steam-engines, &c.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Jan. 13.—During the past week little, if any, perceptible change 
has taken place in the position of the Iron Trade. Throughout the 
district a hope is entertained that the Quarterly Meetings will not 
pass over without bringing about some substantial additions to pre- 
sent orders on makers’ books; and should this hope be realised, it 
cannot fail to have a beneficial influence upon the Welsh iron trade, 
The only new feature, perhaps, that may be recorded in reference to 
the foreign demand for railway iron is the likelihood of larger sup- 
plies being required by South American States; and there is a pro- 
bability also that the colonies will add considerably to their railway 
mileage during this and coming years. Home business is much the 
same as last week; but as many of the railway companies will shortly 
find it necessary to enter ivio transactions for relaying purposes, it 
can be pretty safely concluded that in the course of a few weeks there 
will be more vitality evinced in this department. In plates a de- 
cidedly firmer tone is implied, and orders cannot now be placed at 
the prices which ruled three months ago. The principal cause of 
this improvement has been the extensive additions at the iron ship- 
building works, and the number of vessels now in course of construc- 
tion; and there are jadications of still further extended improvement 
as the year advances. 

The Bessemer royalties are next month, it appears, to be reduced 
to 2s. 6d. per ton. Thisis an announcement of some importance to 
the irontrade. Two establishments in this district—Ebbw Vale and 
Dowlais—have een partially engaged in the manufacture of steel 
rails for some time past, but in consequence of the prices being high, 
and the royalties heavy, the quantities turned out have not as yet 
been large. Now, however, that the market will, as it were, be thrown 
open for the comparatively small royalty of 2s. 6d. per ton, it is not 
unlikely that there will be a considerable addition to the quantity 
of steel rails now manufactured. 

The unsettled character of the weather during the last week has 
materially interfered with the shipments of coal, accordingly clear- 
ances have not been so large as usual. For both steam and house qua- 
lities there isa fair enquiry, and quotations pretty well maintained. 

It was announced last week that notice had been given to all those 
employed at the collieries of the Powell’s Duffryn Steam Coal Com- 
pany (Limited) to the effect that existing engagements would termi- 
nate at the end of this month; and it was added that there was no 
doubt eutertained that the collieries would be carried on by the Messrs. Powell 
themselves. It has siuce trauspired, however, that the position of affairs is 
slightly different from what was last week reported. The collieries, instead of 
being carried on by the Messrs. Powell, will most probably be work d under a 
sort of inspection, peuding the appeal in the case of Powell v. Elliot and others, 
Whether it will bs an inspection under tne Court of Chancery or not is unknown 
but sufficieut informatiou has transpired to warrant the belief that the works 
will be carried on with their usual regularity, so that, so far as the district is 


concerned, its prosperty will not be much affected either way by the change 
of proprietors. 

Another appalling accident has occurred at the Deep Pit, Vochriw 

the property of the Dowlais Iron Company, by which five men lost their lives. 
On Saturday afternoon, as the colliers were leaving their work, one of theover- 
men, name Morgan Joues, 48 years of age, together with four other men, were 
ascending the pit, and when they had reached to within 27 yards of the top 

the rope broke, and the five poor fellows were precipitated to the bottom, A 





depth of nearly 400 yards. The bodies were afterwards found dashed to pieces 
and death must, of course, have been instantaneous. It will be remembered that 
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a similar accident occurred about a month ago at the same pit, when two men 
lost their lives. On that occasion, at the enquiry before the coroner, Mr. Wales, 
one of Her Majesty’s Inspectors of Mines, made a careful examination of the pit 
and its machinery, explained the probable cause of the accident, and suggested 
sundry improvements in regard to the conical drum, and the position of the 
engine-house. He also recommended that as there were two shafts the large one, 
which occcupied the better situation in regard to the engine, &c., should be used 
exclusively for the raising of the men, and the other for drawing up the coal. 
The jury recommended that the suggestions should be carried out, especially in 
regard to the pits. Accordingly the company strictly insisted that the smaller 
shaft should be used for drawing up coal, and that the men should ascend through 
the other. On the Saturday evening, however, it would appear that in their 
impatience to ascend the five unfortunate men ascended the coal shaft, and the 
result was as stated. The new rope put up after the former accident had been 
in use throughout that day, and had shown no defectiveness. 

Mr. T. Dyne Steel (of the firm of Steel, Rake, and Co.), of New- 
port, has just proved successful in an engineering competition at Leeds with a 
design for a new bridge to be erected in that town, and the Town Council de- 
cided to hand over the premium of 100 guineas to Mr. Steel for the plan. 

The cases against Messrs. Bailey and Mr. Phillips, arising out of 
the recent explosion at the Nant-y -Glo Collleries, has been concluded by the in- 
fliction of mitigated penalties. Mr. Phillips, the manager, had directed astall 
to be driven. Some difficulty arose, and it was determined to abandon the 
driving of the stall until an air-course was made between the two headways. 
So far, that was a perfectly skilful proceeding on the part of Mr. Phillips, and 
it was, in fact, the proper course to adopt. While, however, the air-way was 
being made no attention was paid to the stall, and no brattice was put up to 
carry the air so as to sweep the face of the stall. The result was an explosion, 
whereby a man was killed, and of this accident no notice was given, either to 
the Inspector or to the Home Secretary. On behalf of the Government Inspec- 
sor, it was stated that it was in Mr. Bailey’s favour, and also of Mr. Phillips, 
that they were adopting a skilful expedient in driving the air-way between the 
headways; but while doing so they neglected to take proper precautions as re- 
gards the stall ; and Mr. Brough also said that Mr. Phillips had certainly been 
very fortunate in not having many deaths there. The magistrates inflicted a 
mitigated penalty of 27. 10s. and costs. In the othercases Mr. Phillips was fined 
20s. and costs for not sending notice to Mr. Brough, and thesame for not send- 
ing notice to the Home Office. 


PRESENTATION.—At the British School Room, Tonyrefail, Glamor- 
ganshire, Mr. STANSFIELD, late manager of the Ely Merthyr Collieries, was pre- 
sented with an elegant gold watch and chain by his employer (S. Priestley, Esq.), 
workmen, and other friends on his departure for the management of the Holly 
Bush Colliery, Monmouthsbire. The inscription, which was remarkably well 
finished, was as follows :— ‘‘ Presented to Mr. J. Stansfield by his employer and 
workpeople of the Ely Merthyr Collieries as a token of their mutual esteem.”’— 
Mr. Stansfield, who acknowledged the gift in very suitable language, is a young 
man of somewhat reserved habits, but possessed of mental capacities of no ordi- 
nary character. He has a considerable knowledge of the working and ventila- 
tion of coal mines, and his present close «pplication to mining operations will, 
no doubt, enable him to rank high as a mining engineer at no distant day, 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Jan, 13.—There is no change to be noticed in the state of the Iron 
Trade of Derbyshire, which continues tolerably good, whilst the pro- 


duction of iron is of a full average character, the same number of | 


furnaces continuing in blast asat the close of the year. Lead mining, 
which for the past year or two has been very quiet, is showing more 
symptoms of vitality than for a considerable time past, and there is 
now a hetter prospect of several of them paying than has yet been 
the case. At Eyam and Hucklow, where machinery and the neces- 
sary appliances have been put down, several of the mines may now 
be termed dividend-paying ones. There is not much change in the 
Wirksworth district, where there are a large number of mines, many 
of them small ones, and by no means very profitable. The district 
is one of the oldest in connection with lead mining operations, but it 
does not appear to have attracted the attention of capitalists so much 
as some others. There is now a very good demand for house coal, 
and a large tonnage is now being forwarded to London from several 
of the principal collieries, Clay Cross, as usual, taking the lead, 
sending upwards of 1000 tons a daythere. The quantity which was 
sent from there in the year 1869 amounted to a total of 357,257 tons, 
being more than one-tenth of the entire quantity carried to the me- 
tropolis by the various lines of railway having terminithere. From 
Riddings, Eckington, Codnor Park, Pinxton, and Langley Mill a very 
large tonnage has been forwarded to St. Pancras by the Midland Rail- 
way, which is fast absorbing the principal traffic in coal for supplying 
London and the districts around it. The new drops in Cambridge- 
street, which are now completed, will be a great advantage to coal 
merchants, and will also tend to the benefit of the Midland Company. 
The line from Sheffield to Chesterfield, it is expected, will be almost 
immediately opened for mineral traffic at least, so that there will be 
a little more competition for the southern trade. To Birmingham 
and the West of England a fair trade continues to be done. 

The Iron Trade of South Yorkshire is still good in nearly all the 
branches, plates, rails, and sheets being largely manufactured. At 
the Bessemer Steel Works, at Penistone, business continues good. 
The Coal Trade is also tolerably active, so far as regards household 
qualities, the Great Northern taking a large tonnage to the metro- 
polis. Steam coal is not in much request, owing to the stoppage of 
the Russian shipments for the season, and the laying up of several 
st.2amers engaged in the trade from Hull to St. Petersburg. The 
arb.‘tration between the Great Northern and Midland Railway Com- 
panies; relative to the carriage rate of coal to the metropolis, has not 
yet bee u resumed, and the slow progress towards the settlement of a 
question of such importance has caused a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion amo. 1¢t colliery owners aad others interested.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Jan. 13.—Yestorday the first of the Quarterly Meetings of the Iron 
Trade took place at Wolverhampton, and the second has heen held 
to-day at Birmingham. There was a better attendance yesterday than 
at many of the Quarterly Meetings in the town of late. The general 
feeling of the trade was ofa hopefulcharacter. It was admitted that 
only a few of the leading houses are able to command the advanced 
rates of 81, per ton for bars, &c.; but, so far, prospects are considered 
hopeful for the future. It is regarded as singular that with the ad- 
vance in wages in Staffordshire and the North of England South 
Wales remains so quiescent. At the Birmingham Meeting to-day 
there was a good attendance of buyers from all the great centres of 
commerce, and they were generally disposed to enter into contracts, 
though in a Jarge number of cases they would only do so on some 
reduction from the list rates, and there does not appear a disposition 
to go beyond present wants Pig-iron was firm, and sales were made 
at an advance of from 5s. to 7s. 6d. per ton on last quarter's prices. 

On Monday last Mr. J. P. Baker, Her Majesty’s Inspector of Mines, 
deli ‘ered the first of a series of lectures in connection with the South 
Midland Institute of Mining, Civil, and Mechanical Engineers, at the 
School of Art, Wolverhampton. Mr. H. Beckett, President of the In- 
stitute, was in the chair, and the large audience assembled comprised 
a aumber of the practical miners of the district. After describing 
the extent of the loss of life by accidents, Mr. Baker proceeded to 
treat the question of the proper ventilation of mines. After pointing 
out and illustrating by experiments the leading characteristics of at. 
mospheric air, he proeeeded to insist on the necessity of securing a 
large and ample supply of pure air to pass through, not only the work- 
ing places of a mine, but also through such other parts not actually 
at work as it was necessary to ventilate in order to secure the safety 
of those engaged in the mine, who would be liable to an influx of 
poisonous or inflammatory gas from any large open spaces where they 
accumulated, without being rendered innocuous by an infusion of pure 
air. In speaking of the difficulties attendant on carrying out the 
complete ventilation of every part of a mine, Mr, Baker noticed the 
effect of the ordinary state of the atmosphere, and the influence of 
different degrees of tem perature and moisture. He explained how 
essentially the velocity of the movement of air through the air-ways 
dietermined the amount which passed down the shaft, and urged the 
mecessity of large and uniform air-ways. He explained the nature 
of the barometer, and its value as an indicator of the changing gra- 
vity of the atmosphere ; but, whilst urging its employment, advised 
b&s hearers to regard the indications in the mine itself as the best in- 
dex of the changes which affected its ventilation. The lecturer was 
very well received. and a vote of thanks to Mr, Baker was passed with 
very great cordiality. 

Messrs. Henry Rogers, Sons, and Co,, iron and hardware mer-

metal trade, unfortunately, has not been excluded. There has been a large and 
an increased trade done, but prices of most articles have been too low to be re- 
munerative, and with the one exception, that of iron, the tendency has been 
downwards. Iron was advanced towards the end of the year more by compulsion 
than from demand, the railway trade being alone prosperous. Copper has fallen 
altogether 10/. from its highest point. Tin is at the same rateas when the year 
opened, whilst other metals are either lower or range much as they did. his 
is an unsatisfactory state of affairs, and bad as the year has been, on the whole, 
its last month certainly seems to have been the most duli of all. Whatthecur- 
rent year may bring forth it is impossible to predict, but it has certainly 
opened with metals at as low an ebb as they well can be, and upon this fact 
alone must be built the hopes of better things to come. It can hardly be said 
that the fron trade has realised the hopes entertained of it when the past year 
opened. It is true prices have advanced 11. per ton, but rails only have been in 
brisk demand ; other sections of this great interest of the country have had 
but a languid and unprofitable twelvemonth ; the year, however, closed with 
brighter prospects, though the trade yet lacks that steady demand which alone 
indicates soundness.”’ 

Of the recent advance of 17. a ton in the price of iron by the Staf- 


fordshire ironmasters the circular states :— 

‘« The movement was the result, no doubt, of a combination on the part of one 
or two large buyers, the agent of an extensive coalowner, and the list houses ge- 
nerally, all the rest of the trade being helpless, while at the same time they were 
the sufferers by the advance. For nearly six weeks it seemed almost impossible 
that the advanced price could be maintained, whilst the principal movers tn the 
matter thought it advisable to hint at another 11. being added to the already 
impracticable prices ; meanwhile coal, as well as pigs, had become dearer, so that 
the second-class makers were in the position of paying 15s. advance for raw ma- 
terial and labour, whilst they could get no increase upon the manufactured ar- 
ticle. Towards the middle of December consumers were more on the alert, and 
at prices ranging from 10s. to 15s, above those of October a tolerable trade was 
done. Many people, however, do not believe in the stability of present rates, 
and unless a good demand springs upin a few weeks it is very questionable if 
makers generally can hold out for the price. There has been a moderate de- 
mand for Swedish iron throughout the year, prices ruling from 91. 15s. to 101, 10s., 
according to specification, but there has not been the usual trade.”’ 

The miners of South Staffordshire are continuing to discuss vari- 
ous questions connected with their interests, and have decided to 
adopt the principle of an eight-hours day, which has been agreed to 
by the miners at Wigan. The Earl of Lichfield is to meet them to 
discuss with them the educational question. They decided at the 
recent meeting that no boy should be allowed to enter a pit until he 
is 12, and should continue to receive instruction until the age of 16, 





COPPER MINING IN IRELAND. 


The improvement taking place in business generally is already 
being taken advantage of by those interested in the mines of Ireland, 
the mineral resources of which, although acknowledged to be con- 
siderable, have hitherto been but very partially developed. The 
Berehaven, Knockmahon, and Ballycummisk are at present almost 
the only Irish mines which occupy anything like a prominent posi- 
| tion in the ticketing lists, but this state of affairs will, probably, not 





| long continue, since it is now proposed, by the aid of an influential 
| company, to develope the Ballycuimmisk veins to the east, in a pro- 
| perty the commercial value of which has been actually established. 
| About a quarter of a century since the mines now to be re-worked, 

then known as the Audley Mines, were wrought by the West Cork 
| Mining Company, but owing to the non-payment to Lord Audley of 
| the 165,0007. purchase money a 17-years Chancery suit resulted, and 
| the whole concern ultimately went into the Encumbered Estates 
Court, and was purchased by the present proprietor, In the mean- 
| time the working of the mines were necessarily suspended, although 
they had been well opened out, and were already productive. 

The workings were carried on in a thoroughly miner-like manner, 
and upon a large scale, in order to prove the mine in depth—two 
shafts were sunk to 84 fathoms, and the ore was found abundant, 
and of rich quality. There are six lodes, all nearly parallel, their 
cardinal bearings varying but afew degrees from east and west, and 
the underlie giving from 16° to 25° from the vertical southward, but 
one of the lodes underlying north will effect a junction in depth. 
The geological formation is clay-slate, having strong parallel elvan- 
courses, interstratified throughout with quartzose veins of a very pro- 
mising description for the lasting production of copper ores, The 
mineral character, as proved by the former workings and present 
outcrops, proves the existence of regular and well-defined veins of 
copper ores from 1 to 4 ft. in width, all being parallel to each other 
generally, and parallel withthe cleavage. The classes of ore are the 
yellow and grey sulphurets of copper, with the blue and green car- 
bonates of copper, holding muriate and sulphurets of silver, with the 
purple and classes of copper ores known commercially as argenti- 
ferous copper ores, of a percentage for copper from 12 to 50 per cent., 
and yielding about 30 ozs, of silver to the ton of ores. 

Referring to the 84 fm. level, the late Mr. F, Lisabé, than whom 
no better authority upon Irish mining matters could be found, re- 
marked that the whole character of the mine had there undergone 
a change, new constituents in the lode presented themselves, and he 
expressed the firm conviction that by sinking to the 100 fms., and 
putting out cross-cuts and levels, they would be amply rewarded by 
a rich and lasting mine. What appeared to be twu lodes in the 
upper workings was verging into one masterly lode, in which the 
admixture of carbonate of lime becomes a large ingredient, and 
combining show a splendid course of the riches—purple grey ores, 
from which in the deepest part hie broke lumps almost pure, and 
| saw shots fired in a stope east of skip, by which were displaced 
blocks of several hundredweight, rich enough to be put to pile 
without dressing. He considered that the vexed problem of the 
mines of Cork not bearing in depth was practically refuted by the 
Cappagh Mine’s present appearance. 

The property has also been reported upon by Capt. Henry Thomas, 
who has been 27 years in the district; Capt. Reed, of Berehaven; 
Capt. Eddy, who had charge of the mines during the last workings, 
and others; and their opinions are in all cases highly favourable, the 
regularity of the formation, abundance and promising character of 
the veins, as well as the very convenient situation on good roads, and 
within a short distance of the sea, at a point with every convenience 
for landing or shipment of anything required, and the general state 
of the workings, being regarded as ample justification for recom- 
mending the re-working of the Cappagh Mine, with the belief that 
the result will be, in a commercial point of view, most satisfactory 
to all parties who may be interested therein, 








IrnIsH MINE SHARE MARKET.~-Considerable attention has been 
paid during the week to the shares of the Mining Company of Ire- 
land (7/. paid), and prices are fast recovering from their recent fall, 
showing what a fine field for speedy realisation of large profits these 
shares always offer whenever they are procurable at an exceptionally 





low figure. They have within the last week or ten days fluctuated 
between 9/7. 5s. and 10/, 5s., and are again at 91, 2s. 6d., but ex divi- 
| dend, for cash, and 9/, 2s. 6d. to 9/. 5s. for account. This great va- 
riation is mainly due to the spasmodic changes of opinion as to the 
effect the purchase of the Berehaven Mines, and the formation of a 
new company, with increased capital, will hereafter have on the 
marke! value of the shares. Wicklow Copper shares are, as usual, 
remarkably steady, the market being only moderately suppled ; 
they close at 9/. 5s, to 97. 10s. (27. 10s. paid), being a rise of about 
1/. per share for the week. Killaloe Slate Quarry shares (17, paid) 
are offered for sale at 17s.; a few have been taken at 16s, Cape 
Copper shares range from 15/, to 15/. 10s., sellers. 

The agreement proposed by the directors of the Mining Company 
of Ireland at the special meeting on Dec, 30, to which we briefly re- 
ferred last week, and which the directors are authorised to carry out, 
runs as follows :— 

“1, That all proceedings be stayed in the present Chancery sult commenced 
by the Mining Company of Ireland.—2. That a new joint-stock company be 
formed, to adopt the purchase of the Berehaven property on the terms and con- 
ditions by which the present holders are possessed of it.—3. That the capital of 
the proposed new company shall be formed of 60,000 shares, of 51. each, of which 
the present owners of the Berehaven property shall be entitled to 34,000 shares, 
and the proprietors of the Mining Company of Ireland to the remaining 26,000. 
—4. That the partners in the Berehaven Company pay calls on their shares as 
others, belng allowed interest on the surplus of their payments, If any, tillthat 
surplus is paid off out of the calls.—5. That all payments by the Berehaven 
Company, on account of the mines, be recognised and allowed, and interest 
allowed thereon from the commencement till the new company be formed,— 
6. That the directory of the proposed new company shall be composed of seven 
members—two from the Berehaven Company and two from tbe board of the 
| Mining Company of Ireland, and that the four thus chosen shall select the three 

others.—7. That the legal costa which have been incurred on both sides be taken 
as part of the expenses of the new company,”’ 
| At the ordinary half-yearly meeting of this company, held on the 
6th inst., no further resolution was passed respecting the Berehaven 
' Mines, and business was entirely confined to the financial position and 








the working of the old property of the Miuing Company of Ireland. 
The directors and agents’ reports on the several mines, but more par- 
ticularly on the several collieries, are, on the whole, satisfactory, except that 
the depressed state of the peice of copper ore has produced a loss of 17251. 53. 8d. 
at Kneckmahon Copper Mine, including, however, a large sum expended on ex- 
plorations at Armestown, Kildnane, Mr. Osborne's and north mines, the results 
of which explorations have been so far very promising. In the course of the 
Chairman’s observations on the otherwise very satisfactory results at the com- 
pany’s extensive collieries, he referred with just complaints to the flagrant 
charges Hey Fe by the Waterford and Limerick Railway Company, which from 
Thurles to Limerick, a distance of only 44 miles, charges 6s. 6d. per ton ; and on 
another part of their line 2s. per ton for 24 miles, while the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company carries at 3s, per ton for a distanco of 20 miles. 
Such impositions, the Chairman remarked, was certainly anything but en- 
couraging to Irish industry, and he sincerely hoped that the matter would 
be taken up by shareholders of both the companies, and that they should re- 
member that every shilling per ton taken off the freight would enlarge the area 
to which they could send their coals by ten miles. Sir John Barrington hoped 
that the baneful influence which the railway system was exercising upon the 
development of the resources of Ireland would be brought before Parliament 
next session, in order to induce the Government to take up the question, At 
the conclusion of the ordinary business, the directors proposed the declaration 
of a dividend at the rate of 344 per cent. per annum for the past half-year out 
of the net balance to the profit and loss account, ended November 30 last of 
27261. 3s. 7d., leaving 8831. 9s. 8d. to be carried to the current half-year. 


MINERALOGICAL RESOURCES OF IRELAND.—Mr., G, H. KINAHAN, 
District Surveyor, Geological Survey of Ireland, in writing to the 
Atheneum respecting an article entitled “The Mineralogical Re- 
sources of Ireland,” which appeared in the October number of the 
“Quarterly Journal of Science,” many of the facts therein stated 
being given on his authority, says—The writer evidently procured 
most of his information from the “ Memoirs of the Geological Survey 
of Ireland,” but he has read and quoted them so carelessly that his 
paper is full of mistakes and quite untrustworthy, 

Sir R. Griffith, Bart., one, if not the first, writer on all our Irish 
coal fields, divided them into four—‘‘ Munster’’ (Cork, Kerry, Limerick, and 
Clare), ‘‘ Leinster’’ (Carlow, Kilkenny, Queen’s County, and Tipperary), ‘* Con- 
naught’’ (Leitrim and Fermanagh), and* Ulster.’’ Tipperary is not in Leinster, 
nor Fermanagh in Connaught ; however, as the mass of those coal fields respec- 
tively are in the provinces they-are named after, all writers of merit since 
Griffiths’s time have followed his divisions. This author, however, intends to 
change the geogrenny, of Ireland, and put Clare into Connaught. If the author 
had only read the ‘“ Memoirs’’ he would have seen that the gencral section he 
gives for that of the coal measures of the county Clare is that of the coal mea- 
sures of the county Limerick ; and I should be much obliged if he would inform 
me where Mr, Jukes states that the county Limerick coal beds ‘ were often 
highly inclined, contorted, and compressed, so as to be only a few inches in 
thickness for many yards, and then suddenly expand into large pockets of coal 
of a thickness of 20 or 30 feet’’—as we rarely could detect our, now to be re- 
gretted, director in a misstatement of geological facts. I am inclined to ima- 
gine this compiler has mistaken the county Cork for the county Limerick ; or 
perhaps he intends also to change the boundaries of those counties, as he has 
attempted to alter those of the provinces of Munster and Connaught. To call 
attention to all his misquotations might take up too much of your space, there- 
fore, I will only mention that he has no authority for stating that the chief 
source for the iron was the clay ironstone of the coal measures, as according to 
the statistics we have been able to collect it would appear as much, if not more, 
has been raised from beds or veins of limonite and hematite, Few men acquainted 
with Irish geology would assert that Ireland is nearly destitute of coal on 
account of the agency of the force of ‘‘ denudation,” as it is just as probable 
that extensive coal seams never existed above the present coal measures. If 
her Devonian rocks were formed without numerous veins containing chalcopy- 
rite, cassiterite, &c., her mountain limestone nearly destitute of veins of gele- 
nite, sphalerite, und why might not her carboniferous period be wanting in a 
large development of coal bearing strata? and during the period that the 
massive beds of coal were being formed in South Staffordshire, the enormous 
thickness of grits and shales may have been deposited in the south-west of 
Ireland and the massive beds of limestone in the centre of that country. 


The office of Director of the Geological Survey of Ireland, vacant 


by the death of Professor Jukes, has been conferred on Mr. Edward Hull, of the 
English Geological Survey. 





MINING ENTERPRISE IN SARDINIA. —Some rich and extensive 
lead mines now being wrought by a private French company, in the 
north-eastern part of the Island of Sardinia, have recently been 
visited and inspected by Mr. Thos. J. Bewick, M.E., whose extensive 
experience (acquired as the articled pupil of Mr. Thomas Sopwith, 
F.R.S., and during 20 years engagement as engineer at the celebrated 
W.B. Lead Mines) is a sufficient guarantee that reliance may be 
placed upon his opinion. The property is likely shortly to be offered 
to the English public, inasmuch as negociations are now in progress 
for the transfer of a valuable concession, held direct from Govern- 
ment, with a view to the further introduction of English capital in 
the Italiandominions, These mines are situated at a high elevation 
above the sea, and although only in the course of development have 
yielded in the last few years more than 10,000 tons of lead ore, are 
now in full operation, and by the extension of the works and the 
continued richness of the deposits are likely to produce thousands 
of tons of first-class silver-lead ore annually for many years to come. 
The district is healthy, and the mines are connected with the small 
port of Siniscola, on the east side of the island (from which they are 
distant about 21 miles) by an excellent road, recently formed at a 
great cost by the concessonaires, and now adopted by the Govern- 
ment, who will hereafter maintain it as a publie road. 





EXPORTS OF WROUGHT-IRON.—The exports of wrought-iron from 
the United Kingdom for the eleven months ending Nov. 30 last year 
amounted to 123,190 tons, as compared with 114,378 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1868, and 102,132 tons in the corresponding 
period of 1867, The increase was still continuing in November, the 
exports for that month having been 10,395 tons, as compared with 
8368 tons in November, 1868, and 8000 tons in November, 1867. The 
exports increased last year to Russia, Prussia, the Hanse Towns, France, 
the United States, and Australia; but they decreased as regards Spain, 
British America, South Africa, and British India. The value of the 
exports of wrought-iron from the United Kingdom in November 
amounted to 196,623/., as compared with 152,035/, in November, 1868, 
and 166,621/,in November, 1867; and for the 11 months ending Nov, 
30 last year, 2,226,300/., as compared with 2,066,793/, in the corre- 
sponding period of 1868, and 1,986,435/, in 1867, 





THE PATENT LAWS.—A valuable paper was read at the recent 
meeting of the Manchester Institution of Engineers, by Mr.T, Aston, 
barrister-at-law, who contended that nothing could be in antagonism 
to free-trade which was right in itself, and he thought that the pro- 
tection of the rights of individuals in the matter of invention was 
rather for the benefit of the country than otherwise. Mr. Aston ob- 
served that the subject naturally divided itself into three branches 
—the policy of granting letters patent for invention, the working 
of the system, and the amendments which appear to be needed. He 
gave preference to existing judges with assessors, rather than a spe- 
cial tribunal, and suggested that before the grant of the patent a 
precise description of the invention and claims, given in a complete 
specification, should be deposited, and submitted to a thorough offi- 
cial examination. He concluded by asked whether it is not sound 
sense and sound jastice to give the patent system a fair trial, with its 
defects remedied, before a blow, possibly fatal as all admit, and neces- 
sarily fatal as many believe, be given to our industrial prosperity by 
destroying the patent system, with which it is so intimately connected, 
and on which it has been so successfully built up. Sir Wm, Fairbairn 
Mr. H. Ashworth, Mr. Hick, M.P., and Mr, Hibbert, M.P., expressed 
general approval of the principles set forth in Mr, Aston’s paper, and 
the meeting ultimately unanimously passed a resolution affirming 
that “the trade in inventions, which is founded upon the grant of 
patents, is of great advantage to the country in promoting its indus- 
trial prosperity, and that any abuse which exists in the present system 
may be rectified by available amendments.” The Chairman (Mr, 
Platt, M.P.) remarked that some persons said that the advantage 
which a producer would have by being first in the field with any new 
and improved process would be a sufficient stimulus to invention; 
but how did those who said so get over the fact that the best and 
greatest inventions were often made by those who were not in the 
trade, but were simply inventors, 





NEW APPLICATION OF BARYTA,—The sulphate of baryta is said 
to possess many advantages over lime as a materials for whitewash- 
ing walls—4 ozs, of glue is soaked for twelve hours in tepid water, 
and then placed until it boils in a tin vessel, with a quart of water 
—the vessel being placed in water, as in the usual process of melting 
glue, the whole is then stirred until dissolved, . Six or eight pounds 
of sulphate of baryta, reduced to an impalpable powder, is put into 
another vessel; hot water is added, and the whole stirred until it 
has the appearance of milk of lime, The sizing is then added, and 
the whole stirred well together, and applied in the ordinary way 
whilst still warm,
